Judge Trumbull took the floor, and everybody 
leaned forward to catch everv word he said. He 
seemed to feel the responsibility of the position 
to a remarkable degree, and his well-considered 
words were delivered with unusual impressive- 
ness. | 

Before taking a vote upon that resolution, said 
he, I desire to say a word to this Association in 
perbens a little different spirit from that which 
pervades the Association. In mv judgment it 
is not—and I speak only for myseli—it is not 
fitting that this Association should manifest 
auy feeling or condemn anybody 
in advance, and before we know the 
facts upon which we act. I have the greatest 
confidence in Judge Blodgett. I have known 
him for many years,—perhapsas long as any one 
here.

There has been 
read before you, within @ few minutes, a com- 
munication from them stating why, in their 
view, they could not do that.

Mr, Withrow—They haven’t said that to this 
Association. 

Judge Trumbuli—No, but to a committee 
composed of members of the Bar who have laid 

re this Association, and it is now bart of 
your flies. 

Mr; Withrow—Do you understand the lan- 
guage of these resolutions to imply a desire on 
the part of the Association, if they should be 
adopted, to stop any investigation! 

Judge Trumbuli—No, sir. lam in favor of 
the investigation, and | was in favor of the res- 
olution as it is drawn, for asking these gentle- 
men for this information, and I don’t know but 
you may ask it over again. Thatis a question 
for the Association to determine—whether the 
will do that, or not do it. I thin 
it proper that the Association should 
take action in this matter. It is two serious a 
matter, affecting thé public interest, the ad- 
ministration of justice in our midst, and the 
Judieary, to be passed by, and J, therefore, 
think it proper to take action. I am not op- 
posing this resolution. lam making these re- 
marks not in opposition to this resolution. I 
think it is a prover resolution, in all its spirit 
and ¢verything io it, except the last clause, and 
I don’t know but, as to that, it is a 
mere matter of taste whether you will 
make a second request of gentiemen 
who have already told you what ther will reply 
to it. But why lam speaking at all is to im- 
press upon this Association that, whatever we 
do, we should do in a calm and considerate 
spirit, without acrimony and without denuncia- 
tion at this time. The time may come when it 
may be necessary to act. Then will be time 
enough. Aud if we should act, 1, hope we will 
act with entire fairness towards every one. 

MR. HERBERT. 

Mr. George Herbert agreed with much that 
the last speaker had said. The only question 
was, should the Association enter on an investi- 
gation—whether it would await the action of 
the House, and then proceed to investigate the 
conduct of the three gentlemen, or whether it 
would enter pow upon the investigation of the 
charges indirectly over tbe backs of those who 
were supposed to have been discourteous to 
certain gentlemen who had presented them with 
a letter. There should be an investigation of 
the charges ayainst 45 Blodgett. The three 
geatiemen had pledged themselves to pursue a 
certain course. They must have been honest in 
that, and should be so considered. If it was 
their intention to do what they agreed to by 
implication it was their privilege to do it, if not 
as members of the Bar, then as citizens exercis- 
ing the right of petition. They were pledged 
to prosecute the matter. It struck him that the 
Association might well wait and see whether 
thev did or not. If they did not, if they were 
mere slanderers, he would de in favor of pun- 
ishing them to the extremity af the power of 
the body. They three had taken upoy them- 
selves a grave responsibility, and shou!d feel it. 
The thing should not be made a mockery of by 
sending them a request which taey had already 
answered, property, perhaps, in their estima- 
tion. The Assoeiation should consider well be- 
fore it placed itself in a position which would 
be @ifficult to justify. They might take a 
step now which would be regretted in the fu- 
ture. He did not believe for a moment a par- 
ticle of the charges, — holding Judge Biodg@ett in 
the highest estimation,—vet he wished the men 
who bad made them to bave an oportunity to 
justity, if thev could, Let tnem take their own 
course to substantiate the charges. If they 
couldu't do it, they should be visited with the 
heaviest penalty the Association could inflict.

E. C. LARNED. ; 

Mr. E. C. Larned was in favor of the resolu- 
tion because he would. if it were possible, do 
what he eonceived justice and right to Judge 
Blodgett required, that was to prevent any such 
action as the three gentlemen proposed—taking 
the matter to the House of Repre- 
sentatives. Every one who had ‘spoken 
had expressed his confidence in 
Judge Blodgett, and his entire disbelief of there 
being any foundation for these charges. Was 
it not a cruel wrong, if the charges were ground- 


less, as all believed who kuew him, that soserious 
and grave a thing asa resolution of inquiry 
should be upon the records of the House of 
Representatives, looking to his impeachment, as 
unfit for his position? Was it true that any 
three young men of the profession, or any 
three wandering citizens of any sort, had the 
right to go to Washington and have a resolution 
presented in the House which would inflict dis- 
grace and injury upon a high judicial officer,— 
spread his name all through the country iu con- 
nection with chargés? If the genticmenr acted 
in good faith, wnat were they but the repre- 
sentatives of great public interests? They 
should notrepresent private feeling and malice. 
A movement to remove a Judge from position 
on account of wrovg-doing iv his official charac- 
ter was for the public good, and should emanate 
from the highest motives. How was it these three 
young men kept these things to themselves. [A 
voice“ What is the difference between a young 
man and an old mant“ He would say three 
old men, or three men, or any number —if they 
were satisfied something was wrong about Judge 
Blodrett and that he ought to be impeached, 
would they not gather about them other mem- 
bers of the profession, if they were honest, if 
no secret malice, no secret 
Would they not gather 
their professional brethren about them, 
and say, Look at this. It is all wrong. Let 
us move together and have this gentleman re- 
moved from the Ben®h.” Would gentlemen 
who had the public good at heart go in this 
secret and underhanded way to Washington 
without saving a word to those connected with 
the Judge in private business for more than a 
quarter of acenturv! That was not the way 
men acted who were governed by high mot! 7es 
or public duty. The very fact that they had so 
acted cast suspicion on the Whole proceeding. 
if it was unlounced, if it was unjust, was 
it not wrong taat such a_ resolution 
should be presented to the House? 
Would any ove acting as Judge, as 
Judge Blodgett had been for years, wish to 
have one put in to impeach him! Would not 
every one feel it to be a great outrage, unless 
there was something to found the resolution 
upon? He said, let the Association take up the 
subject, as it was its duty to do, look into it, 
make a searching inquiry, and,if there were anv 
grounds for the charges, let all know them; if 
not, then let the weight of the Association be 
thrown in condemnation of the movement; let 
the House of Representatives and the public 
know that the Bar Association of Chicago had 
acted, and that the thing was not worthy of a 
resolution of inquiry: that itought to be stamped 
under foot by every man who had the interests 
of the Judiciary and private and public character 
at t,—stamped and crushed out as a most 
infamous wrong, instigated not by high mo- 
tives, but by i motives. On the contrary, 
if there was anything in the charges, po man 
would be quicker than he to go to the bottom. 
But he insisted that it was a wrong and an out- 
rage to assail by resolution the character of a 
citizen who had discharged his judicial duties 
so admirably, with so much ability, so much 
integrity, and with as much benefit to the pub- 
lic as dudge Blodgett,.—to cast such a 
stigma upon him as would result from 
the introduction of a resolution in the 
House. Therefore, Mr. Larned wanted an 
investigation, and the result transmitted to 
Washington that it may be understood that 
they, as brethren and members of the Bar, had 
looked inte the thing, and that there was no 
warrant for any such assault upon his public or 
private character. |Applause. |

Ue had listened 
to the remarks made in advocating the passage 
of the resolution: Two or three things charac- 
terized them that grated a little. It was 
no crime in a young man to do 
what he believed to be in the in- 
terest of justice and right. [Applause. 
„Old men for counsel. young men ior war.’ 
It had been a little offensively repeated, per- 
haps unintentionally, that the charges were 
preferred by “young men.” To de young was 
not their crime, though it might be their mis- 
fortune. Perhaos with tncrease of years there 
would be increase of wisdom. The condition of 
things, as he anderstood it, was this: Certain 
gentlemen, who, he took it, when they signed 
the roll of the Association had no conception 
that they were signing away their constitutional 
right.of individua! action, had taken upon them- 
selves over their individual signatures and in 
their individual caoacity as members of an 
hovorabie profession and citizens of the com- 
monwealth, and not is in any way representing 
this Association, to prefer certain charges 
against his Honor Henry W. . 

Mr. Goodwin—They acted at Washington as 
comibg from this Association, according to the 
papers. 

Mr. Black -I have not so read them. 

Mr. Goodwin—First as a Committee and af- 
terwards as members. 

Voices—*' Let him go on.” 

Mr. Biack resumed. Granting that the fact 
of membership was emphasized, it was a right 
which they had. The charges were preferred 
over their signatures, if rumor was to be trust- 
ed,—and there was nothing but ramor,—yet he 
had heard gentlemen who had grown gray,— 
gentlemen whose years should have taught 
them to deal tenderly with young men, just as 
they claimed tenderness from thoseg whom 
years had earned reputationa which could 
bear buffeting»—he had heard them swift 
to condemn the young men because thev had 
preferred charges which the old men did not 
know about. 


Mr, Withrew—Do vou understand that reso- 
lution as condemuing anybody’s action? 

Mr. Black — The remarks made in advocating 
its passage condemn the young men, and to 
pass the resolution is an implied censure upon 
their action which we, a8 members of an Asso- 
ciation representing the fraternity which bas 
always been the bulwark of personal liberty, 
have no rightto put upon them. | Applause. |} 

This by-play over, Mr. Black went on to 
say that the gentlemen hed prepared 
their charges, and had presented their 
petition What these charges were, what 
facts were relied upon to support 
them, what their fate would be, he didn’t koow, 
nor did any one present. Had the Association 
the right to step forward, ang. without baving 
heard the witnesses, scensure because the 
young men had not come in and taken counsel 
of it before they proceeded! Shame! It would 
vo to prove, and could have go other color, than 
that the effort making by the earnest, but he be- 
eve mistaken, friends of Judge Blodgett, was 
an effort to forestall an houest investigation of 
these charges. |Applause.}|; He agreed with 
Judge Trumbull that Judge Blodgett should 
have long ago demanded an investigation, and 
gone to the bottom of the arcusations. When 
the charges were published, where 
were Judge Blodgett’s friends that 
they did not come iu and insist upon, an fnvesti- 
gation! Now that they bad gone before a 
tribunal that had power to investigate, he 
thought it very strange that they should rush 
to a body without power to call for witnesses, or 
compe! the production of papers, and demand 
au investigation, and say beforehand that We 
know there is nothing in the charges.“ and send 
the finding down to Congress that Congress 
may be informed thatthe Bar Association of the 
City of Chicago had investigated, without evi- 
dence, and concluded, without testimony, that 
Judge Blodgett was utterly aud entirely inno- 
cent, and, therefore, the resolution must not be 
presented. [Applause and laughter. 

In making these remarks he spoke in all per- 


the tenderest feeling for him, though that might 
be discredited. The proposed action would m- 
jure more than benefit him. To attempt to take 
the charges out of the hands of Congress was 
the greatest possible wrong that could possibly 
be done to Judge Biodgett. The passage of the 
resolution would crucify him in the house of his 
friends. It would go abroad as a mere 
whitewashing measure—as an effort to in- 
terfere with and s tie a fair in- 
vestigation. The Association could 
not investigate the matter fairly. It was not 
the tribunal to do it. The members of a 
company in the army might as well investigate 
the official conduct of their) Captain as for the 
warm personal friends of Judge Blodgett, prac- 
tiein before him every day, to enter into an in- 
vestigation of charges against him. and send 
down to Washington the regult of their delib- 
rations. He was op to the resolution, 
not only on account of the general considera- 
tions he had suggested, tut he considered 
it a grave impertinence to pass cen- 
sure on members of the | Association who, 
though young, had hitherto, po far as he knew 
(their standing in the Association was proof of 
it), sustained at least an honorable reputation. 
He did not believe the Association bad a right, 
before even hearing the charges, much less the 
evidence, by a vote, influenced by what he had 
adverted to, to fusist that the motives of these 
young men were wrong and poworthy, and had 
been influenced by personal malice, hatred, and 
ill-will. What would be thought if the Associa- 
tion sought to stop the investigation of a crim- 
inal information before the Grand Jury, and to 
send over their certificate of moral indorsement? 
Would not that be an interference with the ad- 
ministration of justice? What was the differ- 
ence in the cases? Charges had been preferred 
to the House of Representatives. 

Mr. Withrow—What are those charges? 

Mr. Black—I know not, and because you do 
not, you want to go to the prusecuting witnesses 
and demand from them the information upon 
which they propose to make yp their case. [A p- 
plause. | 

Judge Lawrence—Have they been presented 
to the House! 

Mr. Black—They have not. The record is be- 
fore us that certain gentlemen have prepared 
them, and that they are in the hands of a mem- 
ber of the House, to be held by him, and pre- 
sented at the close of the recess. 

Mr. McCage—He (Harrison) distinctly says 
that he hasn’t them. Will you Be good enough 
to state what attempts there are to atifle inves- 
tigation ! 

Mr. Biack—This resolution, That is my main 
objection. It not only, interferes in a matter 
where we have no concern, but it also strikes 
me as an attempt to interfere with the adminis- 
tration of justice by forestalling the action of a 
committee of a proper representative body. The 
resolution, in terms, proposes to draw out of 
the gentlemen what their charges are, what the 
facts are upon which they rely to sustain them, 
and that tae whole matter should be investi- 
gated and determined by a committee of this 
Association. 

Mr. McCagg-—Does that forestall anything? 

Mr. Black—Yes; for we have no power to com- 
pel the production of persons and papers. ‘The 
Committee could not require witnesses tocome, 
and they couid not administer oaths and draw 
out testimony. 

Mr. Ayer—Hasn't it been the practice of the 
Association to investigate charges against mem- 
bers of the Bar! 

Mr. Black—When charges are presented to 
this Association against Judge Biodgett I will 
move with earnestness, and support the appoint- 
ment oi any committee, special or general. | Ap- 
plause 

Mr. Ayer—Isn’t it within your personal 
knowledg that jnvestigations have been fre- 
quently made at the instance of a Com- 
mittee of Inquiry, of which two of the 
gentlemen preierring these charges are mem- 
bers, without any charges having been preferred 
before the Association at ail—they awinating 
from a member of the Committee! 

Mr. Black—If the gentleman (McCagg) will 
withdraw this resolution, and present one for 
the appointment of a committee to investigate 
the question of the honor or integrity of 
Judge Biodgett, without reference to the gentle- 
men who have preferredgthese zharges, without 
calling upon them for their charges, 1 will sup- 
port it. 

Judge Lawrence—What we want is those 
charges. 

Mr. Black—Has any one come forward here 
and requested an investigation of charges! 
Not at all; but an effoat is made by the friends 
of Judge Blodgett to compel these gentlemen 
who have clected their own course, and are pur- 

suing it, to deviate from that course at our be- 
best, and come before us and submit their case 
to our determination. 

Mr. Withrow—Il understand you to say, if a 
resolution was introduced as a substitute direct- 
ing an investigation,of charges against Judge 
Blodgett, you will eufport it? 

Mr, Black—lI will support it. 

Mr, Withrow— Would the Committee 
power to call witnesses! 

Mr. Black—No, sir. 

Mr, Withrow—Then what good would it do? 
[Applause. ] 

Mr. Black—If the Association had brought 
before it a resolution setting forth that a crimi- 
nal information was lyipg against a member 
and wes being prosecuted by a proper tribunal, 
and proposing to call fof the evidence that was 
relied upon to support that information, I 
should oppose it, as I oppose this, because it 
would be an interference with the administra- 
tion of justice.

JUDGE LAWRENCE, 

Judge Lawrence started off h; zsepiyine to Mr. 
Black's statements that the charges were none 
of their business. If that were true, the resolu- 
tions ought to be voted down. If, on the con- 
trary, it was very much their business whether 
these charges were presented or not, they ought 
to tote for them. He took it that the 
controversy came to that single issue and hing- 
ed upon that single question, whether or not 
they, as members of the Bar of Chicago and the 
Bar Association, were not concerned in the 
question as to whether Judge Blodgett was to 
be impeached or whether an attempt to im- 
peach him should be made. He desired to 
speak with the utmost coolness. However in- 
discreet, however unwise, however unjustifiable 
he might regard the action of the three gentle- 
men who went to Washington for the purpose 
of pressing these charges, it was not 
the time to discuss that action, and 
this resolution did not seek to bringe 
that action before the Association. There 
was nothing im the resolution that could be 
offensive to these gentlemen, nothing that 
could fasten a stigma in the remotest degree 
upon them, nothing that reflected upon them. 
it simply provided for the appointment of a 
committee of the Association for the purpose 
of waiting, with all due respect, upon them 
and saying to them, “It is understood that you 
have been to Washington, secking upon cer- 
tain charges to bring about the impeachment 
of Judge Blodgett.. Now we come to you as 
members of the Bar Association, to 
which you belong as well as we, and 
ask what those charges are? We are 
sent by the Bar Association upon the ground 
that this is a question in which it bas as vital in- 
terest as you have.“ And when.“ continued 
Judge Lawrence, when we number 200 men. 
the better part, as we suppose, of the Bar of 
this city as a bedy,—we have infinitely more at 
stake in that investigation than any three mem- 
bers can have.“ The investigation intothe con- 
duct of a Judge, with a view to bringing about 
his impeachment, was not a matter of private 
concern at all, It belonged to no man as 2 
privete man, as a mere matter of 
individual desire or individual purpose, 
to seek to accomplish that. If he moved in this 
direction he must move as the champion and 
guardian of the public hts. He wauld not 
say that these three gentlemen were governed 
by private motives, but he did say that they had 
no right, simply @ three lawyers of this city, or 
three citizens, to seek to bring about an im- 
peachment of any Judge in this city upon 
charges which they were unwilling to disclose 
to their fellow-memders of the Bar, who 
had as much interest in that ques- 
tion as they themselves, He denied 
their richt todo it. He and the other members 
of the Bar had a right to know upon what 
ground they wanted a Judge assailed, and what 
disgrace it was in their power todo him. 

Mr. Herbert—What would you do if they an- 
swered the same as they answered the other 
day! 

Judge Lawrence—I suppose the assembled 
wisdom of the Association will find out what to 
do when that comes. [Lauchter.] Don’t let 
us cross the bridge till we come to the river. 
One step at a time. 

The question now, he continued, was whether 
there was any impropriety in passing the resolu- 
tion appointing a committee to ask these self- 
constituted impeachers uvon what grounds they 
were seeking to disgrace one of the ablest men 
of our Judiciary. e contended that the Asso- 
ciation had the right to know the grounds of 
the proceeding. ‘they were present as an Asso- 
ciation to guard the interests of publie justice, 
to protect the Bar and the Bench, against any 
assault for which there was no cause. He want- 
ed tbe gentlemen to say on what grounds they 
were assailiog Judge Blodgett; and, if they 
could not state, could not put upon 
paper, a single charge which the Committee 
should consider worthy of one moment’s con- 
sideration, then, he took it, the Committee 
would report that, according to these gentle- 
men’s owu statements, they had not the least 
fouadation for their proceeding,—that it was 
simply and utterly frivolous. If the charges 
were obtained, it would be for the wisdom of 
the Association to determine what action it 
would take, Hut if these gentlemen refused to 
disclose the cbarges they would put themselves 
in the attitude of seeking to bring Judge Blodgett 
into disgrace in the eyes of the country by get- 
ting resolutions of inquiry through the House 
upon grounds which they were unwilling to dis- 
close to their fellow-mempbers of the Bar, 
lest,“ as Judge Lawrence added, we may 
use our influence to prevent sucha consumma- 
tion.’ 

He did not agree with those gentlemen who 
said that, under the circumstances, it was oblig- 
atory upon Judge Blodgett to demand an in- 
vestigation, If,“ said Judge Lawrence, be 
can stand in his shoes, feeling, as I have nodoupt 
he does, and as Ido, that he is panoplied by 
judicial virtue, that no man can broach a word 


i truthfully against him, that his character is 


really as unsullied ag the snow on Dian’s Tem- 
ple. he has a right to feel that the mere intro- 
duction into the House of resolutions of in- 
quiry, to go upon the records and remain there 
forever, that even that is doing him an immeas- 
urable wrong,—a wrong for which there can be 
no atonement and satisfaction hereafter. Sup- 
pose such a resolution ig, introduced, referred, 
and the Committee ,repert- that there is 
no ground for the process of impeachment?! 
Does that redeem Judge Blodgett’s fair fame 
and character in the eyes of the world? No. 
The blot has been placed ineffaceably there, and 
[ say that it there is no ground upon which 
these gentlemen, who are seeking to impeach 
iim, for thatprppesed action, no ground de- 
serving of serious consideration, then itis our 
duty, as the Bar Association of Chicago, to do 
what we may to prevent any further inquiry.“ 
{| Applause. | 


MR, AYER, 

There were numerous calls of Question,“ 
but Mr. B. F. Ayer got the floor and said he did 
not understand it to be a part of the resolution 
to stifle any inquiry in the House touching the 
official character or conduct of Judge Blodgett, 
nor wonld the passage of the resolutions have 
any such effect. ‘The sole object of the measure 
was to commence an investigation here for the 
purpose of satisfying the members of the 
Association, and of informing the public in re- 
gard to the result of that investigation. It 
seemed to him that such a measure was very 
proper, not withstandipa the proposed proceed- 
ings in Congress. He said proposed, because 
none were pow pending there, and there was no 
absolute certainty that any charges ever would 
de preferred there, It seemed, inasmuch as 
these Vague apd indefinite rumors had been 
given publicity by the public press, that the 
Association should make an investigation. 
Ic was a duty whieh ¢he members 
owed to themselves, to the public, to the clients 
whose business was committed to their charge, 
that they should make this investigation which 
would satisfy others, and in no way interfere 
with any proposed action in the House. In re- 
gard to the right and the power of the Associa- 
tion to make the investigation, he desired to 
call attestien iv one of the by-lawa, which was 
so amended as to provide for the appointment 
of certain committees, including the Committee 
of Inquiry, consisting of three members, who 
should be charged with the duty 
‘ef investigating all misdemeanors and ev- 
ery breach of professional conduct; etc., 
and also of investigating avy imp r conduct 
of auy officer or person engaged in the adminis- 
tration of justice in this city, and abusesin the 
administration ot justice.

NO MORE FREE PASSES FOR SH - 
PERS. 

Commissioner Albert Fink, of the Eastern 
trunk lives, arrived iz this city vesterday morn- 
ing. Soon after his arrival be met the repre- 
sentatives of the Western roads for the purpose 
of induciug them to adopt an agreement similar 
to the one adopted by the Eastern roads, that 
on and after Jan. 1 no more free passes shall 
be given to merchauts and shippers with a view 
of obtaining their patronage. There were rep- 
resented st the meeting the Chicago & Alton, 
Chicago, Buriington & Quincy, Chicago, Rock 
Island & Pacific, Kansas City, St. Joe & Coun- 


cil Bluffs, Hannibal & St. Joe, Wabash, Missou- 
ri Pacific St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern, 
Iliine's Central, Chicago, Milwaukee & Bi. 
Paul, and Chicago & Northwestern. Mr. C. W. 
Smith was elected Chairman and J. W. Midgley 
Secretary. Mr., Fink explained the object) of 
the meeting, and, after a lengthy discussion of 
the subject, the following agreement was 
adopted : 

At a meeting of Western railroad managers held 
in Chicago on the 28:h day of December, A. D. 
1878, it was unanimously 

Htesolved, That no free passes shall be given to 
shippers of freight, their agents, or representa- 
tives after Jan. 1, 1879; nor shal! any form of 
ticket be sold or disposed of at less than regular 
tariff rates for the purpose or with the intent of 
influencing competitive freight or passenger 
traffic, it being agreed that the minimum rate for 
1, 000-mile tickets shali be 3 cents per mile. 

‘Resolved, That the parties nereto will withdraw 
all books or forms of blank passes in the hands of 
their own or the agents of any other company. 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this meeting pre- 
pare copies of this agreement for the signature of 
ali parties hereto. 

Resolved, ‘shat any violation of this agreement 
be communicated to tue Secretary of this meeting, 
and before any party hereto shall violate be con- 
ditions herein prescribed he shali await the action 
of a meeting oi all parties in interest. 

The undersigned hereby assent to the foregoing 
agreement, and by their signatures appended here- 
to bind their respective companies to the faithful 
performance of the same. 

The agreement was signed by the managers of 
all the roads represented at the meeting. An 
adjournment was then had. 

mmissioner Fink told a Trrsung reporter 
that the roads East, West, and South from Iu- 
dianapolis, Cincinnati, and Louisville had 
adopted a similar agreement, and he was quite 
confident that the reform would be made by all 
the roads in the country. He believed that this 
would stop the abuses of the pass system 
about which*so much complaint has been made 
during the last few vears.

The Bouthwestera Railroad Assoclation held 
its regular meeting at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
yesterday. The Managers and General Freight 
Agents of the following roads were present:

It was decided to 
make no change in the rates ior the present. 

A long discussion in regard to lumber rates 
then followed. Lumber heretofore has not 
come under the provisions of the pool, and each 
road was at liberty to make such rates as it 
chose. ‘The consequence was that rates on this 
article could not be maintained. and were con- 
stantly slaughtered by the various roads. 
After a Tevgthy discussion it was de- 
cided to include lumber in the pool, 
and the rates were restored to regular figures, 
which are 15 cents per 100 pounds from Missis- 
sippi River points to Missouri River points, and 
25 cents from Chicago to tuose points. It was 
left to the Executive Committee to fix the rates 
from Toledo. The Executive Committee was 
instructed to get statistics on which to base the 
poo! on lumber, and to report at the next regu- 
lar meeting. The pool will date, however, from 
Jab. 1, 1873. 

The Wabash heretofore has not been satisfied 
with the share of the Missouri River business 
allowed it, but an arrangement has now been 
made between it and the St. Louis roads by 
which all further causes for complaint are be- 
lieved to have been put out of the way. 

The meeting got tbrough late in the evening, 
and the parties from outside of the city leit for 
their respective homes.

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LAW REFORM, 


IMPEACHMENT OF JUDGEs, 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

CMA, Dec. 28.—It is a remarkable fact 
that the tenure of office of our Federal Judges 
isan anomaly in our political system. They 
wield more power than any other officers of the 
Goverument, over both the personal liberty and 
property of the citizen, and yet are practically 
beyond his reach. They are appointed for life, 
or so long as they shall wel discharge their duty 
as Judges. But, as the Constitution provides 
no method for their removal, except by im- 
peacbment, and as they can only be impeached 
for “high crimes and misdemeanors,” and as it 
has never yet been decided what kind 
or extent of judicial misconduct is required 


in order th constitute high crimes and misde- 
meanors, it remains vet an open question how 
far a Federal Judge may go with impunity in 
indulging upon the Beneb his infirmities eitner 
of mind or body, in betrayſug judicial partiali- 
ty for counsel ot certain age or standing, and 
in other conduct which, to say the least, is not 
bre-eminently judicial. 

The truth is, Mr. Editor, that to the mind of 
a layman wude is familar with the noted im- 
peachment trials of this country, including the 
trial of Judge Chase (our first judicial 
impeachment trial), with that of Judge 
Barnard, aud of President Johnson, the 
conviction is ftoreed upon him that 
there isa verions csu omiesus in our Federal 
Constitution inthis regard, and that a Federal 
Judge may be t.tally uafit for the bigh, delicate, 
and responsible uuties of his position and yet may 
safely defy every effort to remove him. This wou!'d 
be especially so were he surrounded by eminent 
counsel whom ne had oven wont, even un- 
consciously, to favor, or careful not to offend. It 
would be quite natural that sueh counsel] should 
eagerly rush to his defense, and in unseemly ar- 
dor for the alleged honor of the Court, might con- 
clude that they were protecting the purity of the 
ermine by cuncealing its stains from the public 
eye. 

must confess my conviction that such judicial 
champions would thereby evzregiously misappre- 
hend the most honorable public sentiment and the 
most determined public cpivion in their vain en- 
deavor to smother with high-sounding professional 
clamor the fuilest investigation, which the meanest 
American citizen bas an undouoted right to demand 
of any judicial conduct. The presumptions at- 
tempt of counse! to refer such conduct inthe first 
instance to an association of attorneys which they 
might bopeto control, would 100 to un outsider 
muca like a fatal confession on their part that the 
record of their client might not bear inspection. 

Ihave not the pleasure of the acquaintance of 
the so-called accusers in the mach-taiked-of judi- 
cial investigation which seems to be now occupy- 
ing a good deal of public attention here. I con- 
fess, however, that I share in the almost general 
feeling of public shame at the evident attempt of 
certain parties to forestall that legal inquiry which 
the Constitution aud laws provide for any and 
every one who may feel that he has just cause of 
grievance on account of the conduct of any Federal 
dudge. leannot believe that such conduct is ap- 
proved by the princival party in interest. 

Justice Miller, of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. in a recent address before the New 
York State Bar Association, and speaking of the 
defect in the law for yore untit Judges, saves: 
The impeachment tribunal would be rendered 
more efficient and more safe by a specific definition 
of the cauage of removal, There are mauy mat 
ters which fought to be causes of removal that are 
neither treason, bribery, nor high crimes and mis- 
demeanors. Physical infirmities for which a man 
is not to blame, but which may whoily unfit 
him for judicial duty. are of this class. ? 
So also there are offenses against the law. 
or conduct whieh might be made so, that peculiafly 
unfit a man for the office of Judge. A vile and 
overbearing temper becomes sometimes in one 
jong accustomed to the exercise of power unen- 
durabie to those who are subject to its humors. 

By wav of rewedy, Justice Miller suggests two 
amendments to the Constitution. First, that the 
causes for removal shall be specified witn the same 
precision as that which is used in defining indict- 
able offenses. Second, that, whatever may be the 
nature of the court before whieh he is tried, the 
facts of his guilt of the impeachable offense or 
a'squalification charged should be found by a jury 
or some similar tribunal. Approving these, I veg 
jeave tosuggest a furtheramendment. which would 
remove this anomalous exception to the political 
theory of our Government, and make the Federal 
Judiciary subject to the will of the people 
while still exempting them from the very objec- 
tionable theory of rotation in office, which I re- 
gard as the worst feature in our State judicial sys- 
tems, as tending to impair that independence of 
mind so indispensable in a Judge, and also render- 
ing him liable to removal without cause on purely 
party or popular grounds, when, by the well exer- 
cise of his office, he hax become better than ever 
before fitted for the discharge of his duty. 

Let him be appointed, as he now is, for life and 
good behavior; and let it be farther provided that 
once in five or ten years the people within his 


jurisdiction shall by ballot pass upon the 
simple question wether or not he has 
lived up to the leter and =e spirit 
of his commission. It they vote that 
he nas done 80, he continues in 
office subject to removal for cause at any time 


after trial had, as suggested by Justice Miller. 
li they vote that he has not hved up to the in- 
tent of his commission, let him be removed at 
once, and his successor appointed. I need hardly 
say that this suggestion is not a novel one, as 
Bentham Mm and other of the ablest political 
writers have noted this defect in our Constitution. 
I wiso, m conclusion, to disclaim most un- 
equivotaily any mtention to express an opinion 
in the pending pubiic controversy. As 1 know 
nothing of the facts, thie woald be unfair. So far 
as I know. Brutus is an honorable man. 80 
are they all, —all honorable men.” Onserver. 
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EIGHT SUGGESTIONS, 
To the Edith? of The Tribune. 

Cnicaeo, Dec. 28.—As suggestions seem to 
be in order, and reforms likely to be made, al- 
low me to add a few suggestions to your reper- 
toire. as the object of litigants is to obtain 
justice, upon the true merits of their complaint 
and defense, and not upon technicalities 
which is of noconcern to them, and on account 
of which they should not be put to expense or 
delay. And as the object ot courts should be 
nothing more than the administration of jus- 
tice in the cheapest. most expeditious, and least 
technical mode possible, let us have it as nearly 
as possible. 

We are stil! retaining many of the useless in- 
cidents to the administration of justice and the 
rules of pleading that were absolutely necessary 
in the iniancy of the law wneu they were ia- 
augurated in Engiand, and which grew out of 
their then peculiar institutions incident to the 
feudal system, but which are no longer necessa- 
ry. Tae merits of a case are quite sufficient to 
employ all the skill and learning of a lawyer and 
Juage, without taxing them with minute doctrines 
of pleading, which of itself has become a 
vast phi-osophical science, sufficient for 
the employment of a life's study, and 
really has nothing to +o with the real merits of the 
case, but not infreqnuentiy the wes or gain of a 
suit, and involves long and vexatious delay to law- 
yers and courts, and enormous expeose to litigants, 

We cannot_avoid all delay, but most of it can 
be avoided, “and to effect it 1 will suggest, and 
without elaooraling the reasons, the foilowing: 

It is not necessary toestablish a code, but sim- 
piy to make the pecessary changes in what we 
have, viz. : 

1. Abolish all distinction between courts of law 
and courts of equity, making them all simply 
courts of justice. 

2. Abolish al! technical forms of pleading, and 
let the petition or declaration be simply a concise 
statement of the complaint, without regard to 
whether it be lawor equity. ex contractu or ex 
delicto. ISava plein statement, but nota piain 
statement of (he facts, which, {though true, yet if 
thus prescribed, might destroy tne efficacy of the 
reformation, as it nas in a sister State who has 
been thirty years looking for and quarreling over 
what the fac/s are that should constitute the state- 
— A statement is necessarily a statement of 

acts. 

3. Although it would be proper that the caption 
of a plesding should be entitled of the term, 
county. State, and nanie of tne Court, yet, if 
omitted, it shonld not cause any delay, but micht 
be Inserted or not at atiy time, as the omission 
can do no harm, as the proper Court alone has the 
papers. and the papers are necessarily in the State, 
county, and Court that the suit is, and these 
tMings are all kept on the records of the Court. 

4. The cause of action may be stated in one or 
many counts, as the pariy pleases; that is in no 
particularly prescribed form. 2 
5. That defendant shall plead in ten or any other 
number of days after service, regardless of 
whether it be the first, middie, or last of the term. 
And if he don’t, a default. And that the court 
may try without a jury either by consent of parties 
or it one makes default, which shall be deemed 
consent. 

6. That all intermediate pleas, before answer. 
should ve specifically for form or substance. That 
as all technical forms are io be avolished, there 
wonld bardly ever be ground for such a p.ei: andif 
unnecessarily pleaded, tue court shoud tax the party 
$5asafine. nat. ioc substance, a demurrer, the 
judgment on which fuoulli settle the suit and de 
final. ‘hese provisions would oblige tae defend- 
unt to answer to the merits of the complaint at 
once, in almost every case. 

7. Lhe pa should be a plain answer to the peti- 
tion, deciaration, or conjplant, regagdiess of any 
technicai form. But a- it would neces@rily bea de- 
nial or confession and avoiuance, or a aenial and an 
avoi jance, let tae pleager be oviized to mats ou the 
back of his plea. which, ao that the clerk may 
know whetber or not the case is ready to be set for 
triai. If the answer be adenia! of the ailegations 
of the deciaration, the case is ready to be set for 
triai, as no replication is weeded. If the answer 
contain an avoidance, or a set-olf, it may require a 
reviication. Let him so mark his plea for the in- 
formawuon of the clerk and the opposite party. 

8. Let the replication be the last pleading; and, 
if it contain any new matter of avoidance, let them 
be considered as denied by the opposite party; and 
the case is then ready for trial. 

There is a grave objection to making a code. It 
would be establishing a hew «ystem to be learaed, 
and for the next fifty years misunderstood and iit- 
igated at the expense of litigants who would Lave 
no interest in its mystifications. and shouid not Le 
made to suſter tie delay and pay the expense. 
Lawyers are already familiar wich what we have; 
aad the few alierations above suggested could be

Dec. 21, seems to contain one very simple and 
valuable remedy for a part of the delay in the 
present of justice. 

I refer to his proposition that. in all actions 
upon promissory votes where the plaintiff sup- 
ports his claim by affidavit, the defendant must 
file with his plea an affidavit setting torth in de- 
tail the facts upon which his defense is based, 
and in case the Court is satistied that the de- 


fense setup is nut sufficient, the plea shall be 
stricken from the tiles and judgment rendered 
for the plaintiff. — K 

How many cases which now incumber the 
docket would thus be disposed of cannot easily 
be ascertained, but the number is unquestiona- 
ably large, and there can be little doubt that 
— —— would aflord sensible and valuabie 

elief. P 

Not only would a great many cases be thus 
disposed of, but it would prevent a great many 
cases from 22 their way into court, 
where. under the present system. the defendant 
can count upon a long delay. ana regard the Court 
as a beneficient friend whose office itis to provide 
him a couple of years of grace. 

To how many actions the new rule suggested by 
Reformer“ should be applied I will not under- 
take to say, bat there would oe little danger of 
injustice in extending in to all caves of appenis 
from the Justices ot the Peace, at least those cases 
fuanded on Contract, express or impliet. 1 think 
this would materiaily increase tue advantages of 
the plan, and it would do away with anamount of 
lujustice whose evil effects fall upon the class least 
able to endare them, and where they are feit aud 
remembered us wrongs which the rich man can in- 
flict under form of law. 

It would be a painful revelation, I doubt not, to 
know what the poor of this city think of the re- 
dress afforded by the Justice Courts, with which, 
per force, they are most familiar. 

Enough has been pundlisied about the Justice- 
Court shysters and the pucked juries (fortunately 
less Can oe sui about the preseut Justices them- 
selves), but finally. 1f by good chance a mechanic 
finds his way to a judgment for $10 or $20, the 
astounding information is then received that an 
appeal has been taken, and that at tne end of 
twenty months he will have the privilege of up- 
pearing with his attorney in the Circuit Court, 
where, after wasting day after day anywhere trom 
three days to three weeks, he may uitimately ob- 
tain hie mooey, and strike his balunce between $10 
received and and his court fees, attorney's fees, 
aud loss oi time. 

While the application of ‘‘ Reformer's” rule 
to this class of cases would have considerable effect 
in lightening the duties of the courts, it would cast 
= ray of light to those whose wages are unpaid and 
who kvow enough not to follow an appealed case 
to the Court above. 

it Fond be a excellent pian to have all cases from 
the Justices go to the . Court. and thence di- 
rect to the Appellate Court; but even in the County 
Court ** Keformer’s” rule shonld apply in the in- 
terests of the litigants jhemselves. 

As regards the form of pleading spoken of by 
Reformer“ and Quorum.“ there would seem 
to be no objection to introducing the simple form 
suggested to actions on promissory notes and ot aers 
of like simplicity; whether there should be a 
sweeping change to the New York or lowa code I 
think very questionable. It would certainly meet 
With great Opposition, while tne first suggestion of 
* — ormer might be passed without too great 

elay. 

Turning; then, to matters which do not afect the 
question of delay, it is remarkavle that the un- 
satisfactory manner of instrocting the jury has 
not been long since swept away, and e to con- 
form to the practice in the United States Courts. 

To allow the attorneys ina case to draw up the 
instructions to be given to the jary as coming from 
the Court itself, is most absurd, and in practice it 
18 pernicious to the last degree. The instractions 
are drawn often as much like arguments as they 
can be made, and in many cases are 
submitted in great number with infinite vary- 
ing shades of meaning. sometimes with the 
intent to befog the jury, but more often 
to the end that the Court may, in the confusion of 
ideas introduced into the instructions, refuse to 
give one that has been approved by the Supreme 
Coart, and thus commit an error which will, in case 
the verdict is adverse to the ingenivus manipulator 
of instructions, entitle him to a new trial. 

The Court should be free to charge the jury in 
his own words, stating the law as applicable to the 
tacts, and what presumptions they are suthorized 
to draw from certain facce. 

A change in this respect might have some effect 
upon the matter of delay; it would prévent the 
necessity of granting a number of new trials, which 
are alike exasperating to the litigants and the 
Courts themeel yes. ATTORNEY. 


JEWELRY FOR INSIDE WEAR. 


One of the Curious Sights to Be Seen at the 
— Halles Centraies, Paris. 
. A. Sala in London Telegraph. 

We pass between a double line of stalls heaped 
high with the most astonishinc array of cooked 
tood that I have ever sat eves upon. Fish, 
flesh, fowl, vegetables, fruit, pastry, confec- 
tionery, and cheese are all represented here, 
ready cooked, but cold, and arranged, not on 
plates or dishes, but on quarter-sheets of old 
ne wspape Imagine one pile, consisting of 
the leg of a partridge, the remnants of an ome 
lette, the tail of a fried sole, two ribs of a jugged 
hare, a spoonful of haricot beans, a scrap of filet, 
a cut pear, a handful of salad, a slice of tomato, 
anda dab ofjelly. Itis the microcosm of a 
good dipner, abating the soup. The pile consti- 
tutes a portion, and is to be bought for five sous 
or twopence balfpenny. There are portions as low 
as two sous; indced, the scale of prices is most 
elastic iu ascending and descending. Thera arc 
piles here to suit ail pockets. Are vour funds at 
a very low ebb, indeed! On that scrap of a back 
number of the #igaro you will tind a hard-boiled’ 
egg, the gizzard of a fowl, two pickled gherkins, 
and a macaroon—a breakfast for a Prince, if his 
Highness be impecunious. Are you somewhat 
in cash? Behold outspread ou a trenchant lead- 
ing article trom the /epublique Francaise a whole 
veal chop, a golden store of cold fried potatoes, 
and artichoke a dd bar:goule, a. sumptuous piece 
of Roquefort, some farbe de capucin salad, aud 
the remains of a Charlotte Russe. A luncheon 
for a King, if his Majesty’scivil list be a restrict- 
ed one. But there are lof tier luxuries to be had. 
Behold an entire fowl. See at least the moiety 
of a Chateaubriand «wuz champiqnons. Yonder 
are the magnificent relics of a dem/e-selle de pre 
sae, the reinainvs of a sole a (a Normande, the 
rains of a buisson d' ecreviasés, halt a dozen 
smelits, the backbone of a pheasant, aud, upon 
my word, some trufiles; ves, positiveiy, iruilles, 
It is true that tuey are mingled with bits of 
cheese and beetroot, with a dash of meringue a 
la creme and a suspicion of sauce Hubert. All this 
is gathered together on the front vage of the 
Pays. A dinver for an Emperor — im perial- 
ism is at a discount and Cesar does not find it 
convenient to dine at the Cafe Riche or the 
Maison Dorce. 

And yet it is precisely from establishments of 
the kind just named that the heterogeneous 
portions come. An erropeous idea bas long 
prevailed that the cheap eating-house keepers 
in the Palais Royal are dealers in crambe 
recocta, and that their larders are largely sup- 
plied from the **leavings”’ of the great Boule- 
vard restaurauts, which are hashed up again for 
the bevefit of the 1-frane 75-centimes and 40- 
sous customers. Nothing whatever of the kind 
is the case. The dear and cheap restaurant 
proprietors go mainly to the same warket. It 
is the same portion of tried potatoes for which 
you pay 5 sous at an etabdlissement de bouillon 
and for which 1 franc 75 centimes are extorted 
from vou at the Cafe Lucullus or the Restau- 
rant des Grands Gommeux. The cheap eating- 
houses have tew leavinges to dispose of, their 
guests are geverally too huvgry to leave any- 
thing on their plates. The fragments which 
form the jewelry“ of the Halles Centrales 
are brought down in big baskets between 7 
and 8 every morning dy the garcons of the 
great Boulevard restaurants or by tbe larbins 
from the hotels of the Ministers or the foreicn 
Ambassadors. If there have been ovcroigpt a 
dinner at the Ministry of the Interior or at the 
Baratarian Embassy, the show of ‘»jewelrv’’ in 
the morning will be superb. Whole turkeys and 
capons, all but entire hams and Aures de sang- 
lier scarcely impinged upon, pieces montees, the 
majestic vestiges of a poet a la Marengo or a 
saumon a ia Chambord, will decorate. the deal- 
boards of the stalls in the Halles. Out of the 
fashionable season the supply comes principally 
from the leading restaurants, where the jeav- 
ings” ave the perquisites of the garcons. The 
„jewelry is not sold by auction. The sales 
are always a )'amiable,” and there are some 
dealers who have vearly contracts for the *‘ leay- 
ings’’ of a particular restaurant. So soon as the 
merchandise has been received at the Halle the 
dealers—nearly always women— to ar- 
range it for sale; and this arrannement is, to all 
intents and purposes, an art. The marchasde de 
bijowter e has a twofold object in view. First, she 
wishes to make a very little seem like a great 
deal; and, next, she is desirous to make tae 

look as attractive to the eye as possi- 
ble. Some marchandes fortunate enough to 
possess the sentiment of artistic beauty, make 
up their own portions; others engage the 
services of ameticur en cauvre or a donneur de 
coup @aii—the great jewelers of the Rue de la 
Paix can only do as m give the portions 
the revaisite infusion of the picturesque in the 
war of composition aud color. These metteurs 
en murre areakind of professors of culinary 
peripaceties, fu ting from stall to stall, and giv- 
ing here and there a dash of green. in the shape 
of some spinach or a chou de Bruxelles, or a 
touch uf red in the way of a carrot or a tomato, 
to a portion the hues of which seem too monot- 
onoug lu tone. A high gut is needed there.

THE CITY-HALL AND COURT-HOUSE. 


There now seems to bea better disposi- 
the city and county officials than 


the Court-House and Oity-Hall. 
The conference between the Commissioners 
and Aldermen, at which Architects Eoanx 
and CLEAVELaND assisted, resulted in an 
instruction to these gentlemen to prepare a 
design for connecting arches on Randolph 
and Washington streets, for leaving cff the 
fourth story over the arch and the 
balustrade on the roof, and for completing 
the one story of the abandoned dome. It 
was understood from the comments that 
were made that Mr. Eoan, on the part of 
the county, and Mr. Cnzave.anp, on the 
part of the city, will have no difficulty in 
agreeing, and that their actions will be 
governed by a consideration of economy 
which, it is now believed, exercises the 
. principal influence in both the County 
Board and the City Council. It is pro- 
posed to construct the connecting arches 
with a material differing from both the 
Lemont and Bedford stone, on the theory 
that the two buildings can be harmonized 
the better in that way. As to the central 
connection, where the dome was started by 
the county, it may be completed by build- 
ing one side of Lemont and the other of 
Bedford stone, as only one side can be seen 
at the same time, so that the work may be 
equally divided between the city and county 
on the basis which each has adopted. The 
plan favered for the rotunda was to make 
the first story a large hall or common meet- 
ing-place, with a covered hallway extending 
across the roof and connecting the third 
stories of the two buildings. 

A considerable sum of money may be 
saved to both the city and county—and both 
include pretty much the same taxpayers—by 
leaving off the proposed story above the 
archesand the balustrade, and by substituting 
columns for the caryatides. The caryatides 
are ornamental figures in Greek architecture 
which support the entablatures in place of 
columns; the name is derived from the 
priestesses in the Temple of Diana in a city 
called Cary, ii Laconia, and they are prop- 
erly female figures. The substitution of 
columns for such figures will not only be 
cheaper, but probably more in keeping with 
the general design of the two buildings. 
The entire omission of the balustrade is also 
very desirable. It is a trifling affair as com- 
pated with its cost, and it is of no practical 
use in a climate like ours. Altogether the 
structure will be at once improved and 
cheapened by the changes that have been 
suggested. 

It only remains now for Messrs. Eaax and 
CLEAVELAND to agree upon the plans and 
specifications for the proposed alterations, 
followed by the approval of the County 
Board and City Council, to terminate all 
differences between the two official bodies 
that rule over virtually the same people and 
administer the same interests. An agree- 
ment upon these or any other changes would 
have been dangerous business during the life 
of the old County Board, for they would 
have furnished a pretext for extras which 
would have been so well improved as to turn 
a proposed saving into an additional expense. 
But there is reason to hope that the County 
Board as at present constituted will defeat 
any scheme of that kind. The Board has 
the proper authority for ordering all modifi- 
cations, and for determining the cost thereof, 
and those which bave been suggested ought 
to save money on both buildings, and at the 
same time improve the general effect of their 
being combined into one.

A NEW DEPARTURE IN OCEAN FREIGHTS. 

Mr. Vanpersitt has made a commercial 
advance which is gigantic evenin its present 
proportions, and which promises to be revo- 
lutionary in its future progress. The carry- 
ing trade between the United States and 
other countries has passed almost exclusively 
into the hands of foreign vessel-owners. The 
bulk and the value of American exports have 
been increasing annually for a number of 
years. So large and so profitable has been 
the carrying business that steamers have re- 
peatedly arrived in this country in ballast, 
or with little freight, depending on taking 
back a cargo profitable enough to pay for 
both ways. The merchants of the United 
states have vainly appealed to Congress for 
years to so change the revenue and naviga- 
tion laws that American steamers might We 
built in this country for the foreign trade, or 
that American merchants might be permitted 
to purchase frreign-built vessels, and have 
them registered as American steamers. 

VanperBitt has settled the question to a 
large extent. The companies he represents 
have built a number of elevators in New 
York so located that steamers may run along- 
side and take in cargoes of grain at little ex- 
pense for handling, and relieved of all the 
scandalous and excessive charges which have 
prevailed so long in New York Harbor. He 
has secured in Europe no less than fourteen 
screw-steamships of 2,000 tons each, to run 
in connection with the New York Central 
Railroad and its branches, to carry freight 
exclusively. These steamers are to run be- 
tween New York and Liverpool, Havre, 
Hamburg, Antwerp, and wherever else there 
may be business offered. These fourteen 
steamers aro but the beginning. The num- 
ber can be increased indefinitely as the busi- 
ness may demand. To all practical intents 
and purposes, they will be American vessels, 
owned and controlled by American citizens, 
carrying American exports, and generally 
engaged in the American trade. But, under 
our law, they will not carry the American 
flag, nor will they have American papers. 

This line of steamers will be exclusively 
for carrying merchandise. One of them will 
leave New York every two or three days, and 
every steamer will be furnished any deficien- 
cy in a full load from the grain elevators of 
the VANDERBILT railroad lines. 

This enterprise will enable the New York 
Central Railroad to command the entire 
transportation from the West intended for 
export. Shippers of breadstuffs and pro- 
visions in Chicago will be able to nake con- 
tracts here with the Vanprrsrur lines for 
transportation to Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, or to the Dutch ports, with the same 
facility that they can contract from one do- 
mestic point to another. The trans- 
portation will be continuous, from 
the Western city to the steamer, 
and thenee to the European destination. The 
contracts will be for through freights, in- 
cluding rail and steamer, or lake, rail, and 
ocean steamer. Provided with these facili- 
ties it is not unreasonable to expect that the 
Vanpersizt lines will be able to defy all 
competition in the matter of shipments from 
the West for exportation. This large line of 
fourteen steamers, capable of being increased 
indefinitely, will enable New York to com- 
mand all the foreign trade in Western prod- 
ucts which now finds its way to other At- 


lantic cities. ‘Simultaneously with this an- 
nouncement of Vanprasiit’s scheme there 
comes from 8 the following: 

Bos rox 28.—The announcement from 
New York that 3 H. VaNpERBILT bas made 
arrangements for lines of transatlantic steamers 
between New York and and New York 
and Havre, and 2 and Bremen, comes at 
the came time with the news from Europe that the 
great K English house of Banixe Bros, & Co. has 
made similar arrangements fora line of fourteen 
aon. They wil this city and Liverpool and Lon- 
don ey will be used for freight and for carry- 
— „sheep, and hogs, and will be fitted up 

th all the modern improvements. They will 
take grain direct from stationary or floating ele- 
vators, and will thas reduce the handling of that 
product toa minimum. ‘They will also take cattle 
direct from the railway ears, which will be run out 
upon the wharves at which the vessels land. We 
are now shipping from here by several lines of 
steamers an unusnaily large quantity of Western 
prodacts of all kinds. 


Whether the two announcements'relate to 
the same thing really, or refer to independ- 
ent lines of steamships,—one from Boston 
and the other from New York,—will soon be 
made known. The New York line is an 
ascertained fact, andif the other be also a 
reality, so much the better for the country. 
The addition of twenty-eight ocean steam- 
ships to the ocean trade—these steamships 
running in close and direct connection with 
trunk lines of railway—opens up a future 
of cheap transportation of which the world 
has not before dreamed. The days of infla- 
tion have passed away. Small matters have | 
assumed great importance. The saving of 
half a cent a yard m the manufacture of 
cotton cloth may command the cotton market 
of the world; the saving of afew pennies 
per ton in the cost of transportation may 
direct and control the trade of theocean. In 
the grand competition of industry saving in 
cost is to decide the issue. He who can 
produce and deliver at the least cost will 
overcome all rivalry. The saving in the cost 
of ocean as well as domestic transportation 
adds to the strength of the American people 
in retaining and controlling the markets for 
all the great food commodities, and will add 
to the value of such commodities in the 
hands of the producer. How far Balti- 
more, Montreal, and Philadelphia will, be 
able to compete with these new and large 
lines of ocean transportation has yet to be 
determined. The addition of twenty-eight 
ocean steamers to the great commercial ; 
steam fleets now doing business in the At- 
lantic ports can have but one effect. Run- 
ning vessels empty is not a profitable busi-. 
ness, and the inevitable competition for the 
freights hence must end in such a reduction 
of rates as will give to the great producing 
West a promise of prosperity far exceeding 
all previous expectations. 

In the face of the fact that these twenty- 
eight steamers will be practically American 
in all their essentials, and possibly be owned 
substantially by Américans, the humiliating 
spectacle remains of having them bear the 
British flag, and registered as British ships. 
If the antiquated navigation laws, which are 
relics of ignorance and stupidity, long since 
abandoned everywhere except in Spain, were 
abolished, all these steamers, and as many 
others, would be entered as American vessels, 
and, bearing the American flag, would do the 
carrying trade of the American people. It 
is a singular commentary on our national in- 
telligence that American merchants are com- 
pelled, in order to carry on a trade in Ameri- 
can products, to put their ships under 
foreiga flags, and have them protected by 
foreign registers. 


A GERMAN WARNING TO SWITZERLAND. 

A most significant warning has been con- 
veyed to the Swiss Government, through the 
German Minister to that Republic, relating 
to the political immunity Which Socialistic 
refugees from Germany enjoy there, and the 
large degree of liberty accorded to them in 
publishing and circulating Communistic lit- 
erature of the most dargerous kind. Some 
of their papers have commended the recent 
attempts to assassinate the sovereigys of 
Italy, Spain, and Germany, and openly ad- 
vocate the continuance of this vengeful and 
bloody business. All the prominent Swiss 
cities swarm with French Communists, Ger- 
man Socialists, Russian Nihilists, and Italian 
Radivals, who flock thither because Switzer- 
land imposes no restrictions upon them. 
There is no State in Europe where they can 
enjoy such license, and they improve it to 
such an extent that they are often a source 
of annoyance to the Swiss themselves. These 
annoyances, supplemented by the emphatic 
remonstrances of the German Government, 
have aroused the attention of the Swiss au- 
thorities, and it is hinted by the Government 
organs that the Federal Conncil will be re- 
quested to introduce Anti-Socialist bills cov- 
ering tlie exigencies of the situation into the 
two Chambers of the Federa! Legislature. 
The Pail-Mall Gazette, however, intimates 
that if such bills are introduced they will 
greatly perplex that body, for this reason : 
The authorities of Switzerland have no more 
power to interfere with the freedom of the 
press than the authorities of the United 
States. The cantons are not only severally 
free as regards domestic legislation, but they 
are so jealous of dictation from the Federal 
Assembly that they incorporated in the new 
Constitution a provision which*acts as a 
check upon it by empowering any 30,000 
citizens, or any eight Grand Councils of can- 
tons, to refer a Federal bill to a national ple- 
biscitum. If the Anti-Socialist bills, there- 
fore, are introduced, as Germany desires, it is 
absolutely certain that they will be taken 
out of the Federal jurisdiction and referred 
to the people at large. What the result of 
the plebiscitum would be itis impossible to 
say with certainty, but it is the opinion of 
the English press that any measure interfer- 
ing with the freedom of the press or of pub- 
lic meeting would be promptly condemned

The danger to Switzerland from such a 
condemnation, however, is of an alarming 
character. A refusal to comply with this 
request wouid properly be construed as ay 
act of hostility to the German Government, 
for it is useless to deny that the presence of 
these Socialists in Switzerland, with no re- 
straint upon their folly and madness, is 
menacing to the peace of the adjoining 
States, and that the incendiary documents 
and journals which they circulate are dan- 
gerous stuff to place in the hands of ignorant 
persous. Nor are France on the one hand 
and Italy on the other any more likely to 
regard the operations of these firebrands 
with more complacency than Germany. The 
peace of the one is as much endangered as 
that of the others. Hence is is not sur- 
prising that the Berliner Post, which 
speaks with authority, being an organ of 
the Government, warns Switzerland that if 
she allows her cities to become the hot-beds 
of revolution her partition may soon be re- 
solved upon. ‘The necessity for circumspec- 
tion is all the greater because she would be 
a tempting morsel for Germany, France, and 
Italy to divide up between them. Sixty per 
cent of Switzerland, the north part, is Ger- 
man, 25 per cent, the east part, is French, 
and 15 per cent, the south part, is Italian, in 
race, language, and literature. It is doubtful 
whether the French and Italian portion could 
or would make any material resistance. The

she might make would be weak at best, and 
though she might not suffer the miseries of 
Poland, she would share her fate. 

Should such a calamity overtake Switzer- 
land, and the little mountain Republic dis- 
appear, she could hardly receive sympathy in 
any European quarter except from the fanatics 
who precipitated her ruin. The Swiss people 
know the character of these men they are 
harboring. They know that they are plotting 


against honest industry, agaiust the rights of | 


property, against capital, and against all ex- 


isting Governments. They know that the 


methods of these men are not such as would 
be tolerated by any Government, and that 
they do not stop short of incendiariem, 
pillage, violence, and assassination. They 
know that they are not only in league against 
Governments, but against religion, order, 
law, and the existing condition of society, 
and that if they, are ever successful it 
can only be at the cost of all the 
rights and privileges of modern civiliza- 
tion, of the loss of personal ac 
cumulations, and of the overthrow of the 
authority of law. The Swiss may answer 
that our own Republie harbors these refu- 
gees, and does not interfere with their pa- 
pers or meetings. Their immunity here is 
largely due to the reason that they do not, 
and can not, endanger any adjoining State. 
Should they go so far, however, as to men- 
ace the safety of the Government, they 
would be stamped out with the same sever- 
ity that overtook them when they attempted 
to overthrow the French Government, It is 
an important question for the Swiss to con- 
sider, whether they are willing to risk par- 
tition merely to gratify their pride in keep- 
ing their country open as an asylum for 
political refugees representing the chaotic 
and murderous system of Socialism, and 
allowing the latter to make their territory 
the base of operations against neighboring 
Governments. 
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APPROACHES TO THE PARKS. 
Chicago, in the matter of parks, has been, 


and is still, very much in the condition of a 
man who has built him an elegant house 

t a cost of several hundred thousand dol- 
lars, but will not spend a few thousand to 
furnish it and make it habitable, or one who 
has expended a fortune on a model farm, but 
will not construct a roadway to made it ac- 
cessible. We have a gigantic park system, 
which has been provided at an outlay of 
enormous sums of money; but, with the sin- 
gle exception of Lincoln Park, which con- 
trols the Lake-Shore driveway running into 
the heart of the North Division of the city, 
these costly breathing-places are useless, be- 
cause thereis nota decent or comfortable 
street leading to them. The pleasure, 
recreation, and healthfulness of spend- 
ing an hour or two in the South 
or West Parks are all sacrificed 
rather than incur me misery of reaching 
them over the dilapidated pavements on the 
city streets wich it is necessary to traverse ; 
and strangers and visitors to the city cannot 
be entertained by park drives because their 
friends are ashamed to jog them several 
miles over pavements that are more trying 
to the bodily system and mental equanimity 
than the old corduroy roads. 

There has long been a popular demand for 
relief from this absurd and annoying hin- 
drance to the use and enjoyment of Chica- 
go’s parks, and the agitation has now taken 
a form which promises prompt action. 
There is reason to believe that the 
Cook County delegation will go into 
the Legislature unanimous in  ask- 
ing the proper authority to enable 
the Park Commissioners to exercise the same 
control over some one street leading to the 
park in each division of the city as they now’ 
exercise over the boulevards and driveways 
that form parts of the park system. Such 
control is necessary in order to keep such 
approaches in the same excellent condition 
as the boulevards, for no pavement has yet 
been invented which can be maintained in 
good repair for any length of time with the 
general traffic of a large city. In the South 
Division, for instance, Michigan avenue is 
the most direct and desirable approach 
to the parks,—at any rate as far south as 
Thirty-fifth street, where the Grand Boulevard 
Legins. But the property-owners along the 
line of Michigan avenue, which is exclusively 
a residence street from Van Buren street 
south, no sooner incar the cost of repaving 
than the business trucks and heavy teaming 
seek that thoroughfare and begin the work 
of quick destruction, There is no city 
ordinance to prevent this universal use of 
the street, and perhaps the passage of such 
an ordinance for the benefit of one street 
would establish a precedent that might sub- 
sequently be abused. The law does not 
authorize the city to keep on repaving the 
street every year or two, and it is too much 
to ask that the individual owners of abutting 
property should saddle themselves with an 
expense of such “frequent recurrence for 
the general good. The proper solu- 
tion is to extend the jurisdiction of 
the South Park Commissioners over 
Michigan avenue, after which they 
will be able, at comparatively slight cost, to 
construct and maintain in repair a continu- 
ous driveway similar to the Grand Boulevard. 
The property-owners and residents of Mich- 
igan avenue are, we believe, unanimously in 
favor of the scheme, and it will be a blessing 
to all the people of Chicago who ever visit 
the South Parks, or ever hope to, no matter 
in what quarter of the city they may reside. 
There will be no injury to the business 
interests and no injustice to those who drive 
the heavy trucks, for the exclusion of the 
latter from Michigan avenue will leave them 
Wabash avenue, State and Clark streets, as 
thoroughfares in the South Division, with 
many other streets after reaching Fourteenth. 
The proposed change will be desirable in 
any case, but it is especially so because 
the cost will be comparatively insignificant. 
There will be no condemnation or purchase 
of property. There will be no interference 
with any one’s rights or privileges to warrant 
a claim for damages. Michigan avenue is 
already graded, filled, and curbed, and the 
water and gas pipes are laid. The cost will 
be limited to the laying of the pavement, 
after the fashion of the boulevard pave- 
ments, which the Park Commissioners are 
now prepared to do very cheaply, and there- 
after the cost of keeping the driveway in 
repair will be scarcely an appreciable 
addition to the current expenses of the South 
Park. The bill which Mr. Hrroncock has 
prepared, and which will probably form 
the basis for any legislation that 
may be secured, proposes to put upon 
South Chicago a larger share of the. 
expense than upon Hyde Park and Lake 
property, which has already borne the bulk 
of the cost for the purchase and construc- 
tion of the parks. This would seem proper, 
as itis the people living within the city 
limits who will enjoy most of the benefit 


— the improvement; 45 indeed, the 

cost of the whole undertaking will be com- 
ee ne so light that the division thereof 
on any basis should not be permitted to de- 
feat or delay the scheme. It will only be 
necessary to frame the bill in a general way 
to meet the constitutional provisions, and 
satisfy the members from other portions of 
the State, to secure the ready assent of the 
Legislature; and there is no doubt that the 
Common Council will always be ready to 
yield up the police regulation of this single 
street in consideration of the benefits the 
city will derive from the concession. 

What has been said : zue South Park 
scheme will apply likewise to the West 
Parks, with the difference that the selection 
of an approach through the West Division 
of the city may not be so obvious as it is in 
the case of Michigan avenue. But the West 
Parks are now just as inaccessible from the 
centre of the city, and from a large part of 
the West Division, as the South Parks are, 
and it is equally desirable that the same plan 
for a central driveway, under the control of 
the Park Commissioners, shall be adopted. 

The North. Division, as we have said, al- 
ready enjoys the adyantage of the Lake- 
Shore drive, which extends into the city as 
far as the Water-Works, but a general bill 
would give any additional access to Lincoln 
Park which the people might desire. The 
active demand for these facilities, the ab- 
sence of all objection thereto, the interest 
which the Citizens’ Association and Cook 
County members of the Legislature ought to 
take in the project, should result in the early 
passage of a proper bill, so that a driveway 
on Michigan avenue, and perhaps one in the 
West Division, may be constructed and ready 
for use during next summer. 


DISRAELI’S SPEECH ON THE INDIAN 
FRONTIER. 


The latest English papers contain the 
speeches made in Parliament upon the 
amendment of the Opposition to withdraw 
the supplies for the Afghanistan war. It 
was a field-day in Parliament, nearly all the 
prominent speakers on both sides taking 
part, among them Mr. Gtapsronz, who 
made one of his strongest and most Guisucu 
efforts. Perhaps the most striking feature 
of the debate was the speech of the Earl of 
BEAOONSFIELD, which, though brief, as com- 
pared with the others, is very significant, not 
only because it aided in securing the large 
majority of 136 for the Government, but be- 
cause it stated the object of the Government 
in making war against the Ameer, and de- 
fined the actual relations of Russia and En- 
gland in the matter of the war. 
ments upon these two highly-important sub- 
jects are worthy of consideration, as throw- 
ing light upon the origin and objects of the 
struggle. 

In defining the object of the war, the real 
cause was boldly stated to be the ‘‘ rectifica- 
tion of the frontier” of India. This was ad- 
mitted without any reservation, though in 
his definition of the meaning of that term 
he indulged in the diplomatic hair-splitting 
which has so long been his favorite occupa- 
tion. It had been charged by one speaker 
that rectification meant spoliation and, an- 
nexation ; by another. that it was a word to 
conceal wrong and robbery, and savored of 
the worst traditions of the French Empire; 
and by still another, that it was a dark word, 
full of danger. In his reply, 
of Bxaconsrretp described the present 
mountainous frontier of India as one 
which was always liable to the raids 
of invading armies and the 
ages of turbulent tribes!’ Tue English have 
been in possession of that boundary twenty- 
eight years, and during that time have had 
to fit out nineteen large expeditions and 
sixty guerrilla enterprises to control its in- 
habitants. As such a frontier was a weak- 
ness and an injury to India, it was the inten- 
tion to rectify it. After claiming that the 
rectification of frontier was a correct diplo- 
matic term, that between 1858 and 1868 there 
were twelve important treaties of rectifica- 
tion concluded between various Powers, and 
that the peace of the world depended very 
largely upon these treaties, he proceeded to 
the definition of the term as applicable to the 
pending struggle. Upon this poiut we 
quote his language: ; 


A rectification of frontiers does not necessarily 
involve a diminution of territory. Many such trea- 
ties are carried on by an equivalent. I made no 
application of those treaties to any case like Af- 
ghanistan. I have not touched upon that point 

ret. The noble Earl isimpetuous. [Laughter.] 

t has been said that I stated the obiect of the war 
to be a rectification of frpntier,—-the substitution 
of a ecientific for a haphazard frontier. But in 
the first place I never said that was the object of 
the war. I treated it as a possibie consequence of 
the war, which is a very different thing. Our ap- 
plication to the Ameer was, in fact, founded upon 
the principle of rectifying our frontier without any 
disturbance of territory whatever. What was our 
difficulty with regard to Afghanistan? We could 
gain no information as to what was going on be- 
yond the mountain range or what was preparing in 
the numerous valleys of Afghanistan. hat we 
wanted, therefore, was eyes to see and ears to 
hear, and we should have attained our object had 
the Ameer made to us those concessions which are 
commonly granted by all civilized States, and 
ye h even some Oriental States do not deny us, — 
ely, to have a Minister at his Capital, —a de- 
mand which we did not press,—and men like our 
Consuls-General at some of his chief towns. 


At this point the mystery and evasion of 
the diplomat come in. We know now that 
it is the intention of the English Govern- 
ment to establish a scientific rectification of 
the frontier of India; but upon what scien- 
tific principles the frontier is to be rectified, 
what changes it may involve, what it im- 
plies, or what condition Afghanistan will be 
in after the frontier has been scientifically 
rectified, there is nothingin the speech to 
indicate. We have such declarations as 
these: Ionly say that abstractedly there 
is no absolute necessity for any change, 
because you may rectify a frontier in diifer- 
ent ways—by equivalents and so forth.” 
What is a scientific frontier compared with 
a haphazard one? Why, it is, as a great 
military authority has said, this: A scientific 
frontier can be defended with a garrison of 
5,000 men, while with a haphazard one you 
may require an army of 100,000 men, and even 
then not be safe from sudden attack.” ‘It 
is not for us now to consider what 
arrangements may be made with 
this object further than to say 
that her Majesty’s Ministers, after all that 
has occurred, will feel it their duty to take 
care of the security of the Indian Empire.” 
These are the only gleams of light that he 
throws upon the results of a scientific rectifi- 
cation of the frontier; but, after all, what 
do they mean? If language is made to con- 
ceal ideas, according to Trap, then 
certainly the Earl of BraconsrizLp is a con- 
summate master of its application. 

Upon the relations of Russia and England 
he is more explicit, and leaves no doubt as 
to hismeaning. The most important feature 
of this part of his speech is the assurance 
from Russia herself that she has no inten- 
tion of interfering in the present struggle. 
In his allusions to Russia he is courteous, 
and even friendly. While he acknowl- 
edges that attention has been called 
to the weakness of the frontier by 
the sudden appearance of Russia in 
the vicinity of Afghanistan, he justifies 
her in making her expedition into Central

TELLER’S COMMITTEE. 
MAKING UP A CASE. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasnrneron, D. C., Dec. 28.—If the reports 
are trustworchy, Senators who very often de- 
nounce the press will rely verv extensively upon 
the newspapers to sustain the charges which 
have been made in connection with 
intimidation North avd South. Senator 
Thurman, not to be outdone by Senator 
Blaine, also intends to have resort 
to the newspapers, and will submit files of the 
Boston Globe, Ben Butler's campaign organ, in 
support of allegations of bulldozing in Maséa- 
chusetts. 

Senators Edmunds and Teller were too 
confident last nicht that the $20,000 
supposed to be available for the Blaine Com- 
mittee would still be at the disposition of the 
Committee notwithstanding the adverse report 
of the First Comptroiler. The latter officer to- 
day, however, declined to recon r his former 
decision, and insists that the Attorney-General 
shall give his views upon the subject. Oomp- 
troller Porter to-day wrote a letter to Senator 
Teller declaring that, in his judgement, the funds 
were appropriated for another purpose. The 
Attorney-General is to be called upon for an 
opinion. it is very evident that Senator Ed- 
munds is iu error in this matter. Of course he 
meant to draw his original amendment so that 

the money could be appropriated for just such 
an investigation as this, and he did so draw it, 
but the Senate did not vote on such an amend- 
ment, and Senator Edmunds, who is usually so 
very careful in such matters, is evidently at fault 
in this. 

NO DECISION, 
To the Wi a? Associated Press. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Dec. 28.—The Teller 
Committee met this afternoon in anticipation © 
of a favorable decision of Acting Attorney-Gen- 
eral Phillips regarding the Senate appropriation, 
but the decision not being received the Com- 
mittee adjourned to Monday next. The Chair- 
man informed the Committee that he has not 
yet received from Senator Thurman an answer 
to the call for specifications, and presented the 
reply of Senator Blaine to the same call. 

LateR—Acting Attorney-General Phillips bas 
sent his opinion to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. He holds that the Committee has the 
right to use the $20,000 appropriated for the 
investigations by the Senate. 


SENATOR OGLESBY. 


THE ESTEEM IN WHICH HE is HBLD IN THE SEN- 
ATE—A TRIBUTE FROM ONE OF HIS CONGRES- 
SIONAI. COLLEAGUES. 

Yrom Our Own Correspondent. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 26.—The Illinois 
Senatorial contest attracte much attention m 
Washifeton. A friend of Senator Oglesby, in 
referring to his departure from Washington, 
turnishes the tribute which follows as to Gen. 
Oglesby's career here, and the esteem in which 
he is held by his Congressional associates, of 
whom the writer of the little sketch that fol- 
lows is one: 

“As the time approaches for choosing a 
United States Senator from the State of 
lilinois, the interest in the result of the elec- 
tion increases amongst Republicans of the 
Eastern States, and especially in Washing- 
ton. The rapid approach of the next Presi- 
dential election, and the vital consequences 

at stake in that contest to the country, make 

— anxious that no mistakes should 
be made A party anywhere. IIlinois is the 
fourth State in the Union, and has nineteen 
members of Congress and twenty-one votes in 
the Electoral College, which facts give her 
substantial strength in all national political 
contests. The fact that she furnished her Liu- 
coin aud Grant, whose services were vital to the 
Republic at a time when weakness, or a want of 
capacity, or lack of patriotism would have been 
disastrous, if not utterly destructive, give her 
reputation and prominence throughout the 
country, so that any action of Illinois, national 
in fs effects, probably attracts more attention 
aud solicitude than that of any other State. 

„ Tpere can be no disguising the fact, espe- 
cially so far as Kepublican United States Sena- 
tors are concerned, that Gov. Oglesby is their 
decided choice. His hold upon the good opinion 
of his brother-Senators is something remarka- 
ble, and perhaps unusual. All seem to enter- 
tain the hightest respect for him; and the pos- 
sibility of nis defeat seems to them so unde- 
served that it elicits expressions of surprise and 
regret. 

It is perhaps not sufficiently known un II- 
linois that, while Gov. Oglesby has not, in his, 
first experience, put himselt torward in debate, 
or sought to assume the part of a leader on the 
floor of the Senate (modestly yielding in this 
respect to the ambition of others), no Senator 
stands higher in the healthy and pure influence 
of his stainless public life; and the opinions of 
none in matters of honest legislation and 
political management reach farther, or are 
more generally sought. Uniformly, when be 
speaks, be obtains the respectful attention of 
the Senate; for he always addresses that body 
with force, clearness, and felicity. Nv citizen of 
his State has ever been mortified by his 
manner or tbe character of his remarks. 

Free from osteptation and assumption, Gov. 
Oglesby has made an impression, in the one 
term he has been the Senate, most creditable to 
himseif and honorable to the State. It is un- 
doubtedly the genera! opinion here that to re- 
tire him now would be a erave mistake, and one 
that would lessen the influence of the State in 
national legislation, and ite proper political 
ae in tiie coming contest of 1880.

SUICIDAL. 


The Rev. James A. Dixon, of New Albany 
Notoriety, in a Fit of Insanity, Swallows a 
Large Dose of Strychnine. 

Special Dispaich to The Tribune, 
Mrurnis, Tenu., Dec. 28.—The Rev. James 

A. Dixon, the party whose name has been very 

uupleasantly associated with a society scandal 

at New Albany, Ind., the past several weeks, 
attempted suicide at his rooms in the Peabody 

Hotel about | o’clock this morving, by taking a 

stunning dose of strychnine. The fact was dis- 


covered by one of the bell-boys about 4 o’clock, 
three hours afterward, when Mr. Galloway, the 
proprietor, was cailed, who immediately sum- 
moned a couple of physicians. They pro- 
nounced it a case of poison, and treated it ae- 
cordingly, with little hopes of saving the victim. 
A number of letters were Ne on the table of 
the room occupied by Mr, u, and the indi- 
cations are that he had made careful prepara 
tions to commit suicide. One of the letters, 
written in peueil, on paper used . newspaper 
reborters for soit and quick w as follows: 
Mempais, Dec. 27, 1876.— — the people of 
Menphis: Leame to your city near two weeks 
ago, and came as an erring and foolish, I may add, 
sinning citizen of the Ups States; but | was not 
deemed by the people I left, and who knew me 
best, an object of scorn and indignation.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 28.—The Russian 
ship Africa, with 1,000 tons of coal, 200 Evans 
rifles, several hundred boxes of camtridges, three 
Gatling guns, and provisions enough to last a 
month, wits sail from Philadelphia for the Old 
World in the latter part of this week.

Among other 
thios for the competitors to consider were 
light, ventilation, security against tire, drainage, 
and convetience of arrangement. The pians 
of a number of houses which the Union Mutual 
Lite-lnsurance Company propose to erect upon 
some of their vacant property in the southern 
part of this city combine these features. The 
plans are the work of Messrs. Wheelock & Clay. 
The probiem of erecting houses in a continuous 
block, and yet having the appearance to a great 
degree of isolation, is accomplished by a double 
court in front between each pair of them; this 
featare, besides giving ample light and ventila- 
tion to all interior rooms, the architects 
an 1 ge * dis considerable va- 
riety in the treatment of their designs, not only 
of the interior.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Extracts from a Letter by President Steb- 
bins, of Brooklyn—The Lights Used in Paris 
More Expesive than Gas. 

New York Tribune, Dec. 26. 

Among the visitors at Paris last summer was 
Mr, James H. Stedbins, of Brooklyn, the Presi- 
deat of the Citizens’ Gas-Light Company, who 
paid much attention to the subject of the elec- 
tric lights, by which certain places and avenues 
in Paris have been brilliantly illaminated for the 
edification of strangers. Mr. Stebbins has writ- 
tena long letter, giving the result of his ob- 
servations, which was recently read before the 
Board of Directors of his Company in Brooklyn. 
Mr. Stepbins investigated particularly the cost 
of the electric light. It is on this point that his 
letter especially dwells. 

The principal place where the electric licht 
was seen in Paris was the Avenue de |’Opera. a 


street 3,250 feet long. in which were placed 
thirty-two of the celebrated Jablochkoff cap- 
dies, replacing sixty-three gas-lamps, each with 
three burners; that is to say. replacing 189 gas- 
lignts. Mr. Stebbins asked the chief engineer 
of the Paris Gas Company about the eost of the 
light in the Avenue de Opera. This was the 
result of the interview: 

In response to my pressing inquiry, and after 
much deliberation. be informed me as to the rela- 
tions existing between the city and the Jablochkoff 
Company. He stated that tae City gave the Com- 
pany the privilege of using the Avenue de Opera 
and sundry public places during the whole 
period of the Exposition, from May 1 to Nov. 
1. for the purpose of testing the new light. The 
cost of machinery, lamps, posis, underground 
conductors, etc., to be defrayed by the Company; 
the Company contracting to supply the electric 
light at 125 centimes (25 cents) per hour per lamp, 
from 8 o'clock till 12 every evening during the 
period above named. Before and after these hours 
gas was to be used as usual. 

The cost of gas to the city for the street - lamps is 
2% centimes per hour per burner, or in our money 
half a cent. 

Mr. Stebbins says that M. Alphand, the head 
of the Bureau of Public Works and Public 
Streets, confirmed the above statement of the 
Chief veer, and added that for. electric 
lamps of a certain intensity 165 centimes (83 
cents) was paid per hour. 

Mr. Stebbins then went to the Hotel and 
Magazin du Louvre. He says of the hotel: 

In the Ie of the hotel eight electric 
lamps are usedin place of fiftv-six gas-burners, 
or one electric to seven gaslighte. .. Ad- 
dressing myself to my old friend, the manager of 
the hotel, 1 asked him how he liked the electric 
light. Herepled: ‘‘We like it very well; we 
are satistied. ” 

As s question of economy, how does it com- 

with gas? 

Economy is not our object, and in introducing 
the licht that question was not considered. 

What amount of steam power are you em- 
ploying for producing the light? 

We commenced with u three-horse, added a 
four-horse, then a forty-horse, and now we pro- 

to adda fifty-horse power engine, and then 
ht up the whole store.” 

Mr. Stebbina then visited the store with this 
result: 

To my question. Do you find the electric light 
more economical than gas“ he replied, ** C'est 
une question de decor, ce n'est une question 
d’economie” ( With us it is all for show, as an 
advertisement simply, it is nota matter of econ- 


omy.”’) 
But is it your opinion that it is as cheap as 
** 


‘+ As to that, and as a financial and economical 
question, the electric light is not practical. 

Do you think it is likely to interfere with the 
use of — 

No, I don’t think it will hurt gas; electricity 
will bave its sphere, and gas will hold lie own 
place. 

These lichts were all the Jablochkoff candles. 
The same candle was used in seven other blaces. 
In two places, the Orangerie at the Tutleries 
and the Are de Triomohe, sixteen candles were 
kept burning with one machine. The electric 
ligt dispiaced only from five to nine gas-lights 
each. r. Stebbins sums up thus: 

One electric lamp costs per hour (25 cents) 125 
centimes. 

Six gas-lamps cost 2% centimes ( cent) each, 
say 15 centimes. 

The electric light thus costing eight and one- 
third times more than the displaced. 

If at the higher price, 165 centimes (33 cents), it 
is eleven times dearer than gas. 

If atthe medium price, say 145 centimes (29 
cents), it is nine and two-thi times more costly 
than the gas displaced. 

To the private consumer, who pays about 5 cen- 
times 1 cent) per hour for his gas, his electric 
light would costhim atthe above prices 4 1-6, 
5½ and 4 5-6 times as much as gas. 

Is there anything in the above figures to en- 
courage any one economically disposed to use 
electricity’ 

Mr. Stebbins does not telieve in the superior 
economy of electricity.

Country Banks Buying Gold’ in 
Chicago for Resump- 
tion. 


Government Bonds, Stocks, and 
Chicago Capital in Silver 
for Holiday Week—Provisions 
Steadier. 


Breadstuffs Generally Easy---Move- 
ment of Produce During 
the Week. 


FINANCIAL. 


The country banks are buying in the aggregate 
a large amount ef gold in smali lots of $5, 000 and 


upward. Goid is theoretically worth no more to 


them after resumption than legal-tenders, but the 
novelty of the coin is asufficient inducement for 
them to pay a slight premium to get it. There is 
some buying in smal! quantities by individuals for 
hoarding, but this does not amount to enough to 
affect the generai situation. 

Gold was at par in New York, and in Chicago was 
sold at $2 to $2.50 premiom per $1, 000 for coin. 
New York gold exchange was 100%. 

Government bonds were firm. The 6s éf 1881 
advanced 4, to 109\; the 5-20s of 1868 36, to 108; 
and the 10-408 6. to 107%. 

There is aaifference of opinion among bankers 
about the prospective sales of the 4 per cents 
after resumption. Two of the leading New York 
houses nave issued circulars with contradictory 
views. One says: * 

We anticipate increased sales of the 4 per cents 
after the resumption of specie payments, and 2 
much larger buying for temporary employment of 
funds, now that the practical disappearance of the 
gold premium has removed the great risk of shrink- 
age in prices, and for this reason more rapid prog- 


ress will be made in redemption of the 6 per 
cents. 


The other says: 

A revival in business causing a demand for 
money would, nodoubt, check the sale of 4 per 
cent bonds, and consequently extend the time 
the 6 per cent bonds would have to run. 

Heavy orders are Sow being received in Chicago 
from Europe for pork, lard, beef, grain, etc.. and. 
as a consequence, the foreign exchange market is 
weak under large offerings of bills. Sterling 
grain and commercial bills are 470%, and the 
French 525%. Bankers’ rates for actual trausac- 
tions are 481 K , and 487. The posted rates 
remain the same. 

Consois continue to advance. The opening rate 
was 94 15-16, 1-16 of which was subsequently lost, 
and the closing quotation was 94%. Ip presenting 
the British trade and navigation returns for No- 
vember, which give the total value of imports at 
about twenty-five and a half million pounds ster- 
ling, a8 compared with thirty-one and three-quar- 
ters for the same month of 1877, a decrease of 19.3 
per cent, and the value of the exports at about six- 
teen millions, as compared with sixteen and three- 
quarters for November last year, a decline of 4.7 
per cent, the London Tes describes the British 
financial and industrial condition in these terms: 

It is hardly possible that any general improve- 
ment in business can be “looked for, even should 
the political aspect abroad continue to bear out the 
more hopeful expressions in the Queen's speech, 
while the financial horizon 1s so clunded as at the 
present time. The life-blood of commerce is 
money, credit. and contidence; aii these elements 
may be said at the present time to be wanting in a 
greater or less degree. The process which is now 
veing witnessed of forcing out the unsound ele- 
ments, altho ‘ a * 2 one, is a hignly nec- 
essary operation if still worse is not to 
a later period. ne 

The Chicago banks are still making heavy remit- 
tances of exchange to New York. Currency re- 
ceipts are much larger than the shipments. Dis- 
counts are only moderately active. Rates are 8@ 
10 per cent for time loans, and 7@8 per cent for 
call loans.

000 was ex- 
posed. The deposit has been proved“ for 
the space of 300x250 feet, and found to have an 
average depth of 36 feet. This mass will average 
150 ounces of silver, or $165 to the ton. One 
lightning calculator figured out that one-sixth of 
the mine would yield $27, 000, 000 or $270, 000. 000 
—we forget which. The mine is said to be in liti- 
gation, as the adjacent mme owners claim the de- 
posit as far as they can drift, and the mine is said 
to have been sold to three different parties. The 
pecaliarity of the deposits at Leadville, which were 
not known when the mining laws were made, is ex- 
pected to lead to some of the most colossal mining 
suits in the history of this country. Leadville wil! 
soon be owned and run by Chicagoans. There are 
alrendy a large number of Chicago men «and a great 
deal of Chicago money there, and a gicat many 
more Chicagoans have made their plans to wo there 
in the spring.

THE TROTTING B TENTRIES. 

Last Sunday Tun Trisune was the first pa- 
per in the country to announce to its readers 
the fact that the trotting budget for foals of 
1877, opened by Mr. Peter C. Kellogg, of New 
York, a short time ago, had closed with thirty- 
eight entries, and to-day it presents iu advance 
of all other publications the names and pedi- 
grees of the various nominations. It is 
doubtful if a more choicely-bred lot of 
youngsters were ever named in uny trot- 
ting event, and the breeding alone of some 
of them is such as to draw to them 
the attention of trotting-horse lovers all over 
the world. Probably the most notablé one of 
the list is the bay gelding named by the Fashion 
Stud Farm (the home of Goldsmith Maid). This 
colt is by Gen. Washington (son Lady 
Thorne, record 2:184¢, and Gen. Knox), out of 
Rosalind, record 2:218{, by Alexander's Abdal- 
lah, the sire of Goldsmith Maid, Thorneédale, 
and others. If this fellow cannot trot, it will 
surely be because of some accident, since no 
animal with a more distinguished ancestry 
was ever named to start. It seems strange that 
such a colt should have been gelded, since, as a 
stallion, he would have been almost above price.

San Francisco, Dec. 16.—Since the arrival in 
this State of John Splan and his stable of flyers, 
the interest in turf sports has notably increased. 
All of John’s horses are doing well, especially 
Rarus, who never looked better in his life, and 
that this appearance is indicative of his real con- 
dition is shown by the iact that since reaching 
the Pacific slope he has shown all of the speed 
which for the past two years has rendered him 
invincible. His best performances thus Yar have 
been 2:144¢ and 2:14, but it should be remem- 
bered that in both of these miles be lowered the 
heretofore best recorded timein the State,— 
the 2:144; of Goldsmith Maid, made at Chico 
in the spring of 1877.

Far West, and there was 
not the r possibility of its being 
accepted. o great is their faith in 
Rarus that they think it presumptuous on the 
part of Hopeful’s owner to issue a “snide”’ 
challenge to trot in harness, when his horse had 
all ne could do to defeat the bay when the lat- 
ter was handicapped by a wagon. If Mr. Rich- 
mond wants to trot his horse, for big money or 
little, there is scarcely any doubt that he can 
find amatch without being obliged to go inst 
Rarus. There is a horse here cailed Col. Lewis, 
of whom the Eastern public know but little, 
but in this country horsemen have gone wild 
over him, ana the most enthusiastic of his ad- 
mirers put him on a par with Rarus. It is cer- 
tain that he is a most wonderful animal, and 
how fast he can go nubody knows.. He has 
en with ease everything against which 
be has been pitte’. and when it is con- 
sidered that he defeated Judge Fuller- 
ton and Occident—horses who are khown 
all over the country as among the very best— 
with as much ease as a *‘forty”’ horse woulda 
three-minute nag, some idea of his wonderful 
speed may be obtained, 

As no facts concerning the history of Col. 
Lewis’ horse have ever been published in the 
East, I will furnish the main potnts in his his- 
tory for the readers of Tux Trisunz. He is a 
well-formed gray gelding, 13 years old, and was 
sired by the n stallion Rifleman, a 
son of Belmont. The dam of Lewis was a 
pacing-mare of unknown pedigree that was 
brought to this State from Oregon. Lewis came 
ta be quite an did horse before any One suspect- 
ed that there was any trot in him, he having been 
used exclusively as a re, and 
acquired the . culiar gait between 
arack and an amble which is so pleasant to 
riders.

BASE-BALLe. 
FALLACIOUS FIGURES. 
Inasmuch as the changes in the Boston team 
for next year are the most important made by 
that Club since the wholesale hegira to Chicago 
in 1876, considerable discussion has been going 
on among admirers of the game as to whether 
or not the departure of Leonard; Wright, 
O' Rourke, and Manning would lose the Bos- 
tons the championship next year. At present, 
according to the “ critics,” the Cincinnati and 
Providence Clubs are the only organizations 
that have any chance outside of the Bostons, but 
it is barely pessible thet some outside nine may 
carry away the prize. The Boston Herald, 
which sneezes whevever Harry Wright pulls out 
hie handkerchief, publishes the foliowing re- 
marks and table on the subject, the figures hav- 
ine doubtless been furnished by Harry: 
Inquiries have been made as to whether the Bos- 
ton team for 1870 ie as strong an organization: as 
of 1978. In order to shed all the light -pos- 
sible on the subject, two tables are ee below, 
spowtng in the first table the official averages for 
1878 of the players that are to leave Boston, and in 
the second table giving the official averages for the 
same time of the newcomers. These figures show 
that the superiority in both batting and fielding is 
decidediy in favor of the new men. Houck comes 
to this city almost entirely unknown to our hbase- 
balkcommunity, but with the bighest recommenda- 
tions on the part of his friends, He has not, as 
yet, been pitted — the powerfal pers of 
the League, and whether or not he will prove as 
strong at the bat in the L e arena as in the past 
year ts only a matter of conjecture, The low fleia- 
ing average credited to him is explained elsewhere, 
and it is safe to predict that. under Harry Wright's 
tuition, he will make a better showing in this re- 
spect over the pa’: season. The other three men 
are too well known in Boston to need any com- 
ment. In this list we have not included Foley, for 
four yeare pitcher for the Lowells, who, witha 
batting record of .308, flel ding .811, has been en- 
gaged as substitute and change pitcher.

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“aL” SPALDING’S HISTORY. 
The current number of the band New 
Yorker contains an excellent picture of A. G. 
Spalding, of the Chicago Club, with the follow- 


ing sketch of his personal history: 

The second on the list of our illuatrated sketches 
of noteworthy base-ball players is that celebrated 
strategic pitcher of the professional class of the 
fraternity familiarly known ae Al“ Spalding. 
who was in the champion nine of the Boston Club 
from.1871 to 1875, inclusive, and was the pitcher 
and Manager of the Chicago nine when they won 
the championship pennant in 1876. Since that 

ear he has been practically out of the arena, be- 
ng now the proprietor of an excellent sporting- 
goods establishment in Chicago. Al“ began 
playing ball in a junior nine at Rockford, III., in 
1863, and be plaved asa junior until 1866, when

dhe was chosen pitcher of the Forest City nine of 


Rockford, then the amateur rivals of the Chicago 
Excelmore. We first saw Mr. Spalding play in tae 
contest which took place at Dexter Park, Chicago, 
July 25, 1867, between the Forest City nine of 
Rockford, and the Washington Nationals, then on 
a tour through the West. In the former nine 
Spalding was pitcher, Ross Barnes acted as short- 
stop, and Addy played at second base. Previons- 
ly the Nationals had easily defeated the clubs af 
Columbus, Cincinoati, Indianapolis, and St. Louis. 
A special interest wis taken in this game by the 
Chicago people, masmuca as the Excelsiors of 
that city—the mvals of the Roeekford nine— 
were wo play the Nationals the next day. To 
the surprise and chagrin of the Nationais they were 
defeated by the Forest City nine by tue score of 23 
to 29. The victory was largely due to Spalding’s 
pitching. The success of the Excelsior’s rivals set 
the latter wild to duplicate the victory. but the 
next day the Nationals pinyed a splendid game, and 
won by the score of 49 tod It was this victory 
that brought Spalding into notice. Harry Wright 
soon saw into the merits of Spalding, and after Al. 
had still more distingaishen himself as pitcher of 
the Forest City professionals of 1870, he wae 
selected by Harry as pitcher of the Boston nine of 
1871, and it was in this Club that Spalding won hie 
reputation as the most successful strategist in base - 
ball pitching ever known ta thé professional fra- 
ternity. It was Spalding who visited England 
early in the spring of 1871 aq the avant courier of 
the Boston and Alhletie Clabs and his able man- 
agement of tite affairs of the team was noteworthy. 
This dees but simple justice to this model 
professional pitcher, who is one of the most gen- 
tlemanly and intelligent players of hie class. Of 
thorough integrity of character, quiet demeanor, 
and of marked execative ability, even outside of 
his special portion he stands as a most creditable 
exem:lar of the national game.

THE FUNERAL SERVICES 

of the late John 8. Wallace were solemnized 
yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock at his late resi- 
dence, No. 793 Wabash avenue. The services 
were conducted very impressively by Bishop 
Cheney? the usnal funeral service of the Episcopal 
Church bemg read. A quartet from the First 
Baptist Church sang., Come Ye Disconsolate,’’ 
among other selections. The aftendance was 
1 rge, many of the old settlers being present 
to testify their regard for one of Chicago's oldest 
and best citizens. The remains reposed in a hand- 
some n, on which were laid sumerous beautiful 
floral offen» A large number of the friends of the 
deceased followed the cortege by carriage to 
Graceland. The E were Judge M. R. 
M. Wallace. the Hon. W. H. Aldrich, Dr. Gibbs, 

Messrs. Pnilpot. Stevens, White, and Holmes. 
The late Jonn 8. Wallace was a man whose life 
and death deserves more thau a passing mention. 
He was in the fullest sense of the term a self-made 
man,—one who began life im «a very 
humble way, and dy his industry, hon. 
esty aud keen business sagacity made 
for himself a fortune and an enviaole position 
among men. He was born iu the year 1810 at the 
Town of Brandywine, in Cuyahoga County, Ohio. 
His father was Robert Wallace, a farmer, and on 
the farm John worked till he was 16 vears of age. 
At that age he came under the notice of Gen. 
Hart L. Stewart, of this city, who was then en- 
gaged upon a canal contract in Obie. Shortly 
thereafter. when Gen. Stewart undertook the work 
of bu Idi ig the Pcnasylvania Canal, young Walluce 
Was employed as «ne of the foremen of the work. 
Gen. Stewart speaks of uim as tue best foreman 
be ever had; the best manager of a gung 
of men be ever knew. In 1828 or 18% 
Mr. Wallace accompanied Gen. Stewart to 
Michigan, and located at White Pigeon, still being 
associated with his first employer. and was given 
an interest in the work of digging the Wabash & 
Erie Canal. The firm as organized at that time 
went under the name Stewart, Sanger & Wallace, 
and under that name they afterwurds built the 
Innois & Michigan Canal. After that work had 
been completed, Mr. Wallace moved to Vaiparajso, 
Ind., and engaged in mercantile pursulis, in which 
he continued till 1846, when he removed to St. 
bought a large interest in lum-

Ime till 1850, when he set- 
tled permanently in this city, where be lives 
till the time of his death. His firet visit to this 
City was in 1,832 asa volunteer private in the 
Blackhawk War, through Which he served faith- 
fully.

ANCIENT EGYPT. 
17S RELIGION AS REVEALED BY MODERN Ex- 
PLORATION. 
John N. Hoare in the Nineteenth Century. 

“On Egypt! Egypt! Of thy religion fables 
only will remain, which thy disciples will under- 
stand as little as they do thy religion. Words 
cut into stone will alone remain telling of thy 
pious deeds. The Scythian, or the dweller by 
the Indus, or some other barbarian will inhabit 
thy fair land.“ 

Such was the provhecy of Hermes Trismegis- 
tus, too literally fulfilled concerning the re- 
ligion of the nation which Herodotus consid- 
ered to be by far the best instructed people 
with whom he was acquainted, since they, of 
all men, store ub most for recollection;“ the 
people who “of all men were most attentive to 
the worship of the gods, and most scrupu- 
jous in matters of religion;’’ the people from 
whose Pantheon be gladly acknowledges that 
“almost all the gods came into Greece.“ The 
crowning glory of the wisdom of King Solo- 
mon was that it “excelled the wisdom of 
Egyot.” 

Of their love of learning and reverence for 
religion we have abundant proof in their 
writings on the papyrus of the Nile 
and the “fine linen of Egypt”; and in 
tae “words cut into stone on the wails 
of temples, on the tombs of kings and queens, 
of priests and priestesses, of noble men and 
fair women. Every temple had its library at- 
tachea. On the walls of the library at Dendera 
is sculptured a catalogue ra/sonne of mauuscripts 
belonging to the temple. The exhortations to 
follow learning are unceasing: ‘“ Love letters 
us thy mother. I make its beauty to appear in 
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‘thy face. It is a greater possession than all 


bovors.”’ 

Aud so we, descendants of the barbarians.”’ 
the thought of whose appearance ou the banks 
ef the Nile scout such a shiver to the heart of 
the cultured priest, are able to spell out the re- 
ligion of the Ecyptians, and. unseating the lips 
of the dead, bid them speak for us their ser- 
mons in stones.“ 7 

The interest which attaches to the religion of 
ancient Egypt is due partly to the proof it 
gives that our Father—who is, as a Vedic 
hymne calls Him, the most fatherly of fathers” 
ted the souls and spirits of His children when 
they “hungered and thirsted after righteous- 
ness inthe emotest ages ot the world; and 
partly to the fight it sheds upon the Mosaic con- 
ception aru idea of the Divine Being and man’s 
relation «o Him. 

On tauis account it may be well to bear in mind 
the extreme antiquity of the Egyptians and the 
State of their civilization during the serfdom of 
the Israclites. A pyramid at Sakkarah, near 
Thebes, has u royal title on the inner door to 
the fourch King of the first dynasty. If this in- 
scription be 
from 500 to 700 years before the great pyramid 
of Cocups, and was 2,000 years old in the time 
of Abraham. Of this pyramid we may say, as 
King Amenvemba said of a palace he was build- 
ne “Made for eternity, time shrinks beiore

preserved the monuments, the and the 
frescoes, which appear fresh as the day on which 
they were painted. M. Mariette describes 
penetrating into one of the sealed sepu! 
chambers at Memphis and finding, on the thin 
layer of sand whicn covered the floor, the foot- 
prints of the workmen who, 3,700 years before, 
had laid the Apis mummy in its sarcophagus 
and closed, as they believed, the door of ver- 
fect fittirg stone forever. 

We shall consider (1) the idea of God, (2) the 
effect or this idea upon the life of the people, 
(3) the conception of the future life. 

I. The manifold forms of the Egyptian Pan- 
theon were nothing. says the late E. Deutsch, 
but religious masks of the sublime doctrine of 
the unity of the Deity communicated to the inſ- 
tiated in the Mysteries. Tue gods of the Pan- 
theon were,“ says M. Pierrot, only manifesta- 
tions of the One Being in his various capaci- 
ties. M. Maspero and other scholars have 
arrived at the same conclusion. 

The following hymn occurs on two papyri in 
the British Museum. It represents the thought 
prevalent in Egypt at the time of the Exodus, 
and is the work of Enna, the well-known author 
of the Romance of the Two Brothers,” and 
other works. The hymn was transiated some 
years ago by Maspero. A translation bas also 
been offered by Canon Cook in Recoras of the 
Rast.“ I select portions which express the uni- 
ty of the Godhead: 

Hail to thee, O Nile! 

He causeth growth to fulfill all desires, 

He never wearies of it. 

He maketh his might a backler. 

He is not graven in marble 

As an image bearing the double crown. 

He is not oeheld: 

He hath neither ministrants nor offerings: 
He is not adored in sanctuaries: 

His abode is not Known. 

No shrine is found witp painted figures (of him). 
There is no building that can contain him! 
There is no counseilor in thy heart! 

Every eye is satisfied with him. 


Unknown is his name in Heaven, 

He does not manifest his forms! 

Vain are all representations of him 

On this hymn Canon Cook makes the note, 
sufficiently remarkable as coming irom the 
editor of the Speaker’s Commentary: The 
whole of this passage is of extreme importance, 
showiug that, apart from all objects of idola- 
trous worship, the vid Egyptian recognized the 
existence OF a supreme God, unknown and in- 
conceivable; the true source of all power and 
goodness.”’ 

This one God is moreover the Creator: “ He 
has made the world with His hand, its waters, 
its atmosphere, it vegetation, all its flocks, and 
birds, and fish, and reptiles, and beasts of the 
field.”” He made all the world contains, 
avd hath given it light when there was as 
yet po sun.“ Glory to Thee who 
hast berottenm all that exists, who hast 
made man, and made the gods also, and all the 
beasts of the field. Thou makest men to live. 
Thou bast no being second to thee. Thou giv- 
est the breath of life. Thou art the Ligut of 
this world.“ 


But although God be the Creator, yet He is 
“ selfreated’”’: His commencement is from 
the beginning. He is the God who has existed 
from old time. There is no God withovt Him. 
No mother bore Him, no father hath begotten 
Him. God-guddess created from Himself. All 
gods came into existence when He began.“ 
Many of the hymns speak the mystery 

His name: * Unknown is His 
name in Heaven”: “Whose name is 
hidden from His creatures: in His weme 
which is Amen” (/-dden, secret). Therefore 
the Egyptians never spoke the Unknown Name, 
but used a phrase which expressed the self- 
existence of the Eternal: Iam One Being, | 
am One.” The expression is found in the 
Ritual of the Dead, where Leosius translates 
it: “Ich bin Tum, ein Wesen das ich eines 
din; and be reters to the similarly constructed 
sentence: “Il and my Father are One.” E. 
Deutsch renders it\*l am He who Lam.’ The 
Original is Nuk-pu-Nuk. Plutarch tells us of 
the veil which overhung the iemple of Neith at 
Sais: I am tbat was, ead is, and is to be; and 
my veil no mortal hath yet drawn aside.“ The 
name Neith means “I came from myself.“ In 
one of the magical texis there is a chapter en- 
titled: ** To open the Place of the Shrine of the 
Seat of Neith.“ I am the seat of Neith, hid- 
den in the hidden, concealed in the concealed, 
shut up in the shut up, unknown 1 am 
knowledge.”’ 

At the town of Pilhom, God was worshiped 
under the name of “The Living God,“ which 
Brugsch considers to correspond with the mean- 
ing of the name Jehovah; and the serpent of 
brass, called kerch (the polished), was there re- 
garded as the living symbol of God. 

These passages are sufficient to establish the 
fact stated in the letter of Jamblichus to Por- 
phyrv that the Egyptians “aflirm that all thiugs 
which exist were created, and that He who gave 
them being is their urst Father and Creator.”’ 

The Egyptians felt that which we ail feei,— 
that no name can express all that Gud is. Nev- 
ertheless, they tried to realize God by taking 
some natural object which should in itself con- 
vey to their minds some feature in God’s na- 
ture, sothat from the well-known they might 
erope after if happily they micat find the 
unknown. This became a necessity for the 
priests in the religious teaching of the people. 
Therefore, in the Sun they saw God manifested 
as the Light of the wor, in the River Nie 
they saw the likeness of fhom no temple 
can contain, whose form cannot be graven in 
marble, whose abode is unknown. The more 
fully they felt the infinite nature of God, the 
more would they seek in nature for sy:abols, 
and in flichts oi inspiration for names, to ex- 

ess the vearniugs of their souls after God. 

ence they called God Pthah when He speaks, 
and when by His word He becomes Creator; 
they called Him Thoth when He writes the 
Sacred Books, and ‘‘manifests truth aud good- 
ness; they called Him Osiris when He mani- 
fests all that is best and noblest in man’s na- 
ture, and taking upon Him the nature of 
man becomes the god-man. All the deities 
were regarded as manifestations of the one 
great Creator, the Uncreated, the Father of 
tne universe. This is expressed in the hymn: 
„ Hail to Thee! Lord of the Lapse of Time, 
King of Gods! Thou of many names, of holy 
transformations, of mysterious forms.’ This 
idea of One God expressed in many names is 
iven by Aristotle: God, though He be One, 
as many names, because He is called according 
to states into which He is continually entering 
anew.’ The same idea is found in several 
of the Rig- Veda: That which is One 
the wise call it in divers manners; they cal! it 
Agni, Yama, Indra, Varuna.” “Wise poets 
make the beautiful-winged, though He be One, 
manifold by words.“ 

Nevertheless, as in Greece aud in India. so 
also in ancient Egypt, the symbols became in 
the popular mind actual gods, and the 
people degenerated inio gross idolatry. 
It is an instance of the descent from 
the worship of the invisibie attributes of God. 
They changed the glory of the incorruptible 
God into an image made like to corruptivie 
men, and to birds, and four-footed beasts, and 
creeping things and they they changed 
the truth of God into a lic; and worshipped 
and served the creature rather than the Cre- 
ator.”’ This is unfortunately the aspect in which 
the Egyptian Pantheon has presented itseil to 
mankind for many centuries. 

After these appeared 
A crew. who under names of old renown, 
Osiris, Isis, Orus, and their train, 
With monstrous shapes and sorceries abused 
Fanatic Kggpt and her priests, to seek 
Their wandering gods disguised in brutish forms 
Rather than human. 

We possess the aceount of a brilliant effort 
made by Amenophis the Fourth (1,500 B. C.) to 
abolish all worship except that of the sun. He 
assumed the name of Glory of the solar disc,”’ 
and changed the capital city so that the archi- 
tecture might pot suggest the popular polythe- 
ism. Lepsius explored the ruins of the new 
city, and found the walis decorated with pecu)!- 
iar floral designs, and with bymns to the sun. 
This relormation, however, lasted only for one 
generation, aud then passed away. We find the 
influence of this religious revolution on the 
stele of a hymn to Osiris (eighteenth dynasty), 
for wherever the name of the deity Amen be- 
curs, it has been chiselled out; but itis restored 
under his successors. 

A striking picture is given of King Pianchi 
Mer-Amon entering the temple of Ra, the sun. 
eie purified himself in the heart of the 
cool lake, washing his face in the stream of the 
neunveuly waters in which Ra laves his face. 
Than be preceeded to the sandy height m Heli- 
opolis, making a great sacrifice before the fate 
ot Ra at his rising, with cows, milk, gum, frank- 
incense, and all precious woods delightful for 
scent. He went in procession to the temple of 

. then the chief priest offered sup- 
plications to ward off calamity tor the King, 
girded with the sacred vestments. He then 
purified nim with incense and sprinkling, and 
brought to him gariands from the Temple of 
Obelisks. The King ascended the flight of steps 
to the great shrine to behold Rain the Temple 
Obelisks. The King stood by himself., the great 
one alone, be drew the bolt, he opened the fold- 
ing doors, he saw his iather Ra in the Temple 
of Obelisks. ‘Then he closed the doors, and set 
sealing ye Aigpe: the King’s own signet, and 
enjoined priests, saying: I have set my 
seal: let no other King whatever enter therein.’ 
Then he stood, and they prostrated themselves 
before his Majesty.” 

The conception of the unity of the Godhead 
did not preyeut the Egvptians from thinking of 
God as very nearto them. He is their rather, 
and they sons beloved of their Father.“ He

coming men live; at whose goodness gods 
men rejoice, Sovereign of life, health, and 
strength.” “Speak nothing offensive of the 
great Creator, if the words are spoken in secret: 
the heart of man is no secret to Him that made 
it. . . He is present with thee though thou 
be alone.”’ 

As we might expect from so lofty a concep- 
tion of God, their hearts broke forth into joyous 
hymns of praise: 
— to — say all Ta 

utation from every land: 
To the 0 of beaven, to the breadth of the 
earth: 
To the depths of the sea: 
The gods adore Thy Majesty. 
The spirits Thou hast made exalt Thee, 
Rejoicing before the feet of :beir begetter. 
They cry out welcome to Thee: 
Father of the father of all the gods: 
Who raises the hesysos, who fixes the earth. 
Maker of beings. Creator of existences, 
Sovereien of life, health, and strength, Chief of 
t * 


he ; 
We worship Thy spirit, who alone hast made us: 
We, whom Taou hast made, thank Thee, that 
Thou has given us birth; e 
We give to Thee praises for thy mercy towards us. 

II. Such was the idea of God and His relation 
to man held by the ancient Egyptians; and, as 
we might expect, it drew forth in them * lovely 
and pleasant lives.“ 

The three cardinal requirements of Egyptian 
piety were love to God, love to virtue, love to 
man. [was a wise man upon earth,” says an 
anceint Egyptian, aud I ever loved God.” Ou 
one of the tombs at Thebes a King sums up his 
life: “I tived in truth, I fed my soul with jus- 
tice. What I did to nen was done in peace: 
and how I loved God, God and my. beart well 
know.“ The Rosetta stone records of Ptolemy 
Epiphanes: He was pious towards the gods, 
be ame!iorated the life of man, he was full of 
generous pity, he showed forth with all his 
might his sentiments of humanity. He dis- 
tributed justice to ail like God Himself.“ Thus 
was the modern King a worthy successor ol the 
ancient. N 

Love of truth and justice was a distinguishing 
characteristic of the Egyptians. God is inyoked: 
“Rock of truth is Thy vame.“ In an 
inscription at Sistrum a King addresses 
Hathor, Goddess of Truth: “I offer to 
rde the truth, O Goddess! for truth is thy work, 
und thou thyseifart the Truth.“ Thoth is the 
god who * manifests truth and goodness.“ The 
high priest in every town, who was also the 
Chief Magistrate, wore round bis neck a jeweled 
jewel, which bore on one side the image of 

ruth, and on the other sometimes the image of 
Justice sometimes of Light. When the accused 
was acquitted the Judge held out the image for 


bim to kiss. The image of Justice is repre- 


sented with the eyes closed and without hands, 
to signify that the Judge should never receive 
any bribe with his hands to blind his eves 
withal.“ So also, in the scene of the final judg- 
ment, Osiria wears round his neck the jeweled 
Justice and Truth, the heavenly pattern of the 
earthly copy, tor justice and truth are cternal 
in the heavens. ‘pis jewel was adopted ap- 
parentiy by the Jewish High Priest after the 
fhght-from Egypt. No English translation has 
been offered for the strange words Urim and 
Thummim, but the LXX. translated them 
Truth and Licht. Truthfulness was an es- 
tential part of the Egyptian moral code; and 
when, alter death. the soul enters the 
„ Hall of the Two Truths, or Perfect 
Justice,” it repeats the words learned upon 
earth: *“*O Thou great God, Lord of Truth! I 
have known ‘thee. 1 have known Thy name. 
Lord of Truth is Thy name. I never told a lie 
at the tribunal of truth.“ 

The honor due to parents sprang naturally 
from the belief iu God as “ our Father which 
art in Heaven.“ We constantly find inscriptious 
on the tombs such as the following: I hon- 
ored my fatherand my mother; I loved my 
brothers. I taught little children. I took care 
ol orpbans as though they had been my own 
children.”’ In letters of excellent advice ad- 
dressed by an old man 110 years of 
age to a young triend—which form the 
most ancient book in the world, dating 
3000 B. C.,—he says: The obedience of a do- 
eile son is a biessing. God loves obedience. 
Disobedience is hated by God. ‘The obedience 
of a son maketh glad the heart ‘of bis father. 
86 A son teacbabie in God's service will be 
happy in consequence of his obedience, he will 
grow to be old, he will fing favor.“ This is the 
earliest appearance of tie “first commandment 


with promise (Zph., v., 2), the obedience to 


God and man which was the essence of Hebra- 
ism.” 

The moral code of the Egyptians was exceed- 
ingly elaborate. It consisted of forty-two com- 
maudments or heads, under which all sins might 
be classed. This code was the ideal placed be- 
fore men on carth; it was the standard of per- 
tection according to which they would be judged 
in heaven. Some of them are of local interest 
only, but most belong to the eternal laws of 
ricut and wrong written on the tables of 
the heart. Men were taught from child. 
hood, as children are nowada\s taught 
their catechism, that they must appear 
in the presence of the Divine Judge, and say: 
I have not privily done evil to my veigubors. 
I have not afflicted any, nor caused any to weep. 
I have not told lies. I have not done any wicked 
thing. I have not done what is hatetul to the 
gods. I have not calumniated the slave to his 
master. 1 have not been idle. 1 have not 
stolen. I have not committed adultery. I have 
not committed murder.“ And so on. 

But their commandments were positive as well 
as negative. On the tombs we find the com- 
mon formula: 1 have given bread to the 
hungry, water to the thirsty, clothes to the 
naked, shelter to the stravger.” In the lamen- 
tations at funerals, the mourners see the de- 
ceased entering the presence of the Divine 
Judge, and chef chant the words: There is ne 
fauitin him. No accuser riscth up against him. 
In the truth he liveth, with the truth he nour- 
isheth himself. The gods are satisfied with ail 
that he hath done. He succoured the 
afflicted, he gave bread to the hungry, drink to 
the thirsty, clothes to the naked, he sheltered 
the outcast, bis doors were open to the stranger, 
he was a father to the ſacherless.“ This was 
the principle of the final judgment announced 
by the Son of Man to whom “all: judgment ts 
comraitted,”’ some 4,000 years afterwards among 
the hills of Palestine. 

This tenderness for suffering humanity is 
characterstic of the nation. Gratetully does a 
mau acknowledge im his autobiography (4000 B. 
C.): “ Wandering 1 wandered and was hungry 
bread was set before me: I fled from the land 
naked, there was given me tine liven.” It is a 
glory to a man that the poor shall make their 
moar at the door of his tomb.“ An inscription 
on a tomb at Beni-Hassan, written about 2500 
B. C., reads: I have vot oppressed any widow. 
No prisoner languished in my days. No one 
died of hunger. When there were years of 

lamine I bad my fields plougbed. I gave food 
to the inbabitants, eo that. there was vo hungry 
person. I gave the widow equal portions with 
the married. I did not preter the rich to the 
poor.“ On the wall of the Temple of Karnak 
there is sculptured the earliest known extradi- 
tionary treaty. It is between Rameses the 
Second and a Khetan Priace. The last clause 
provides tbat political ſugittves are to be sent 
pack, with the following humane provision for 
their personal saiety: ** Whoever shall be de- 
livered up, bunself, his wives, his chiiaren, let 
him not be smitten to the death: moreover, ict 
him not suffer in the eyes, in the mouth, in the 
feet; moreover, tet not any crime be set up 
against him.“ This treaty wasengraven for the 
Khetan Prince on a silver tablet. In a volume 
of maxims we read: Maltreat not an inferior. 
Let your wife find in you her protector, maltreat 
her not. Save vot thive own lite at the cost of 
another.“ On the tomb of aman at Ei-Kalb 
(4000 B. c.) it is recorded that he never leit 
home with anger in his heart.“ 

ili. It the opinion Herod- 
otus that the Evyptians were 
the first people who affirmed the immortality ot 
the soul.” No satisfactory explanation has 
been given of the silence of the Peutateuch on 
the immortality of the soul. No definite ex- 
pression of the belief appears intbe Hebrew 
Scriptures until the time ot the Babylonish vav- 
tivity, when the Jews came into contact with tne 
Persians who held it as a fixed article of faith. 
Certain itis that no pation kept more promi- 
nently before their minds the reality of the 
other world andthe final judgmeut than did 
the ancient Egyptians. Birth into this world 
thev called death into tne land of darkness, 

death they spoke of as birth into the manifesta- 
tion of ligut. 

There are a large number of papyri found in 
the tombs laid beside and upon ine mummy, 
which are known as The Book or Ritual 
of the Dead. ‘The most complete of these books, 
the Turin Papyrus, eonsists of 165 chapters, 
each with a title of its contents, and with ru- 
prics in red ink explanatory of its use; the whole 
being illustrated by descriptive viguettes- Gen- 
erally we find only a few chapters. either in pa- 
pyrus leaves or cut into the hard black granite 
or the pure alabaster sarcophagus. There is an 
unknown variety of texts, apparently expressing 
the doctrive prevailing at the time in that part 
of Egypt where it was written. The oldest are 
the Most valuable, as they are purer, and show 
the various additions which have been made in 
the way of peraphrase aud explanation, and 
which have become in process of time incorpo- 
rated as part of the text. Some chapters of 
the book declare that they were written by

is wife 
Isis weut through the world search of 
him, asking the little children if they 
had seen her Lord. He was raised to life again; 
and be made his som Horus his avenger on the 
Evii Ove. It is this sacrifice which Osiris had 
once accompitebed in behalt of man on earth, 
which makes hig; the of man in the 
other world, the invisible place. The god-man be- 
comes not only the guide of the deceased through 
the other world; he also clothes him with his 
own divine nature, so that throughout the books 
the deceased is described as Osiris H. or V., for 
he has put on, and become identified with, Osi- 
ris; and he sits on the throne of justice, the 
Judge Eternal. Finally he is represented as the 
mediator between God and man, and is thus 
at once the representative man and the savior 
of mankind. 

In one of the hymns to Osiris, his praise is 
sung as he walks the heaven in holiness and 
overthrows the impure onearth. He judges the 
world according to bis will; then his name de- 
comes hallowed, his immuts ble laws are respect- 
ed, the world is at rest, evil flies away, there is 
peace and plentyupon the earth, justice is estab- 
lished, and iniquity purged away. 

Tie national hymn of Egypt was the Maneros, 
which was the paseiovate cry of Iris to Osiris. 

The soul on entering the realms of the dead 
addresses he Divine Being: O thou Hidden 
One! Hidden where thou has the praises of all 
in Hades (Ament), who livest in power, covered 
with a precious vell—in purity!” 2 
for admission. Choirs of glorified spirits sup- 
port the prayer. The priest on earth 
speaks in his „ and implores the divine 
mercy. Then Osiris encourages the deceased 
to speak to his Father, and*enter fearlessly into 
Amenti. Nevertheless, before the soul can en- 
ter, be must be purified, cleaused from all 
stain of evil hen is in bis heart.“ Then and 
then only may he pass through the darkness, 
aud be “manifested into licht,“ and hear the 
voice of welcome: “Come, come in peace.” 
But the Egyptians felt that no man could be- 
come pure enough tw enter into the presence 
of the All-Pure, and therelave they de- 
scribed the soul as putting on Osiris. Under 
the shelter of that divine vesture the 
„ decessed was protected by the mystery of 
the Name from the ills which afflicted the 
dead.“ The soul then enters, and is amazed at 
the glory of God which he now aces for the first 
time. He chante a hymo of praise, and passes 
on Dis Way. 

Space will not permit me to follow the soul 
on its passage. The Turin Papyrus nas been 
translated by Dr. Birch in Bunscu's Egypt.“ 
Une chapter is entitled: Of escaping out of 
the Folas of the Great Serpent.”’ tells how the 
deceased defies, and in the strength of Osiris 
escapes, the Evil One. A curious series of chap- 
ters follows, describing the Reconstruction of 
the Deceased,”’ or the new and glorified body 
which is given him. Several chapters relate to 
“The Protection of the Soul.“ By virtue of 
repeating one of these the soul goes forth as 
the day. His soul is not detained in corruption 
(Karneker),”” à passage which is equivalent to 
the Hebrew verse: Thou wilt not abandon my 
soul in Sheol, neither wilt thou suffer thy Holy 
One to see corruption.” A parallel passage 
occurs in a later chapter (155), Hail, O Fatuer 
Osiris! Thou dost not corrupt, thou dost not 
turn to worms. Thou dost not decay 
am! I am! Igrow! I grow! IV ake in peace. 
1 am not corrupted.”’ 

One of the most interesting chapters (125) is 
entitled: Going into the Hall of the Two 
Truths, and separating a Person from his Sinus 
when he has been made to see the Faves of the 
Gods.“ Several coples of this chapter are ex- 
hibited on the stairs ieading from the lower to 
the upper Egyptian Rooms oi the British Muse- 
um. The vigneties explain the chapter. At the 
entrance to that Hall of Justice the de- 
ceased is received by the God of Truth. 
He finds himselt in the presence 
of forty-two aseessors, or avenging dcities, 
corresponding to the foriy-two commandments. 
Before each of these be kneels tn turn, and con- 
tesses: 1 have not comm'tted murder, theft, 
falsehood,” etc. Then he pronounces the for- 
mula of the final judgment: ‘| have fed the 
hungry, given drink to the thirsty, clothed the 
naked, sheltered the outcast, and been a father 
to the fatberless. He is then placed in one 
scale of a 2 5 ‘aaa — ~~ 2 placed 
the eyeless an 6 image of Justice. 
‘This is the supreche moment fh “soul's exist- 
ence. In the Turin Papyrus the scene is paint- 
ed with a miauteness of detail ytnted to its im- 
portance: the guardian angel watches the scale 
which bolds the soul; Horus watches the 
weight: Anubis, guardian of the dead, watches 
the image of Justice; while’ Thoth, stile in 
hand, records the result on a tabict. 

The soul is then conducted by Thoth bear- 
ing the tablet into an inder chamber, where 
Osiris is seated. Osiris pronounces jude- 
ment; and according as the soul 
which has been weighed in the balance is 
found true or found wanting, it passes to the 
realms of bliss or to the regions of purifying 
fires. 

In this trial scene the deities are sometimes 
depicted interceding as mediators, and offering 
sacrifices ou bebalf of the soul. There is a tab- 
let in the British Museum in which the deceased 
is shown in the act of placing the gods thein- 
selves on the altar as his sin-offering, and plead- 
ing their merits. 

Joyfully does the Book of esp'rations, or 
Book of the Breath of Life, salute the soul: 
„Come. Osiris, V.“ Thou.dost enter the Hall 
of the Two Goadesses of Truth! Thou art 
purified from ali “sin, from all crime. Hail, 
Osiris, V.“ Thow being very pure dost enter 
the Lower Heaven. The Two Goddesses of 
Justice have purified thee in the Great 
Hall. Thou art justified for ever 
and ever!” “O ye Gods who dwell in the 
Lower Heaven, hearken unto the voice of 
Osiris V. Ille is near unto you. There is vo 
fault in him. He liveth in the truth, he 
nourishetb himself with trutu. The 
satisfied with what he hath done. 
live! Let bis soul live!“ 

That which strikes one most in the 125th 
chapter is the profound insicht that every work 
shall be brought unto judgment, and every 
secret thing whether it be good or evil. It is 
the voice of conscience which accuses or excuses 
in that solemn hour, for no accuser appears in 
the Hall; the man’s whole life is seen by him- 
selfinitstrue ligit, aM is laid bare before 
Him with whom we have to do;” perfect justice 
is meted to every Han, and vet at the last mo- 
ment *‘mercy seasons justice,“ for the Judge is 
Osiris the god-man. 

The rubric that follows this chapter states 
thas it was to be repeated on earth 
with great solemnity. The worshiper 
must be “clad in pure linen, and 
shoa with White sandals, and anointed with 
fragrant oil, because he is received into the 
service of Osiris, and is to be dressed in pure 
fine linen forever.” This reminds us of the 
Apocalyptic vision: Jo ber was granted that 
she should be arrayed in fine linen, clean and 
white, for the fine linen is the rightcousness of 
saints. 

Constantly did the Egyptian look forward to 
the day of final: judgment. It was the most 
important day of his existence; he called it, 
with significant brevity, *“*tbe day — dies illa 
—the day io which he hoped to be “justified,” 
or, as he expressed it, found true in the bal 
ance.“ It was the supreme moment of escape 
from the death and darkness of this world mto 
the light ana life of the other world: then, not 
till then, should he behold the face of God.“ 
Therefore death bad for him no terror; it was a 
law, not a punishment; it.was a release from the 
company of the fellow-spirits imprisoned in the 
body. Sometimes & perfect representation of a 
mummy was seated at the Egyptian banquets; 
sometimes it was carried round to each guest 
in turn: “Gaze here, drink and be merry, for 
when you die suca shall you become.“ The ob- 
ject of this custom was to teach men “to love 
one another, and to avoid those evils Which 
tend to make them consider life too long when 
in reality it is too short.” In a festal dirge 
King Antuf (eleventh dynasty) sang: The 
gods who were aforetime rest in their tombs; 
the mummies of the samts are enwrapped in 
their tombs. They who build houses, and they 
who have no houses, behold what becomes of 
them. . Nomanreturnsthence. Who 
tells of their sayings! Who tells of their 
doings? Who encourages our hearts? Ye go 
to the place whence none return. Feast 
in tranqnility, secing that there is no one who 
carries away bis goods with him, Yea, behold, 
none who goes thither comes back again. 
There is a sadness, a profoued melancholy, in 
the death in life * of the ancient Egvptiaus, 
which perhaps justifies the curious remark of 
Apuleius: “The gods ot Egypt rejoice in 
lamentations, the gods of Greece in dances.” 

Tue Egyptian had a reverence for his body— 
the casket in which the precious jewel of the 
soul lodged as in an inn for so many years— 
and so he built sumptuous tombs, and adorned 
them with frescoes and inscriptions, and called

priests of Isis. They spent three days and three 
nights in searching all the tombs, and in ex- 
amining the tablets of hieroglyphic writing, avd 
reading the letters engraved upon them, with- 
out discovering the burial-places of Ahura and 
ber son Merhu.“ 

Before the body was laid in the tomb it was 
embalmed by the “‘ physicians of Egypt.” It is 
by no means certain why the body was em- 
balmed and preserved with so much care. Sir 
G. Wilkinson thinks that it intitaated a belief 
in its resuscitation, but there is no proof in 
their writings of this belief. The most brob- 
able solution is the idea that as the sou! was 
purified in the other world so the body should 
be purified and prevented putrefying in this 
world. So carefully are the mummies pre- 
served that if a piece of mummy be macerated 
in warm water, it will recovier the natural ap- 
pearance of flesh. and if it be then exposed to 
tue action of the air it will putref 

On the way to the tomb the fdheral proces- 
sion halted on the shore of the sacred lake of 
its nome or department; and the scene of the 
Hail of the Two Truths was acted with an 
awe-inspiring solemnity. Forty-two judges 
stood to hear if any one on earth accu the 
dead as bis own conscience was then accusing 
him in the hidden world. If an accusation was 
made and substantiated, the sentence of ex- 
clusion from burial was pronounced, even if the 
dead were the Pharaoh himself. 

Such is a general outline of some few of the 
characteristics of the religion of the ancient 
Egyptians. It opens up a considerable number 
of questions of extreme interest touching its 
influence on the earlier religion of Israel 12 
the time when Abraham “came pear to enter 
into Egypt,“ during the period when “ Israel 
abode in Egypt,” Urst as guests, then as slaves, 
until they were ied forth by the hand of Moses, 
the fair child brought up in the house of Pha- 
rauch, the man learned in all the wisdom of 
the Egyptians.” In later ages Egypt still stood 
forth as the source of wisdom and learni 
whence flowed the culture of Greece; and stil 
later the highest culture and most brilliant 
thought of the Christian Church came from the 
schools ot Alexandria, the new capital of the 
old country. 

The 1 4 religion, unaltered by the Per- 
sians, the Ptolemies, or the Romans, was of all 
ancient religions the most obstinate in its re- 


chauts in honor 
aud the great temple was dedicated 
to the martyr St. Stephen. This good 
work,“ says a Greek inscription, “ was done by 
the God-beloved Abbot Theodore.” But the 
day of vengeance came, and the Christian in his 
turn was driven forth by the triumphant Mos- 
lem, and the Christian Church is now extinct in 
Nubia. 

In the claim which Egypt has upon our 
affections, let us never forget that it welcomed 
as guest the patriarch to whom three great re- 
ligions of the world, Judaism, Christianity, aud 
Islam, trace back their spiritual origin, our 
torefather Abraham ;”’ and that it was the home 
in which the infant Savior of the world, lying in 
His mother’s arms, found a refuge, and the 
hichest significance was given to the words: 
»Out of Egypt have | called my Son.” 


THE VATICAN. 

LEO XIII. AND TIE SACRED COLLEGE FAIL TO 
AGREE. 

Hartford Co®rant, Dec. 2. . 
. The impression is very general that the new 
Pope, Leo XIII., assumed office with liberal in- 
tentions and a desire to reconcile the Church 
and State in Italy, and that there bas been a re- 


n in his views and in his policy; that Father 
Corci also bas retracted his Hberul utteräuces 
and made submission to Ultramontane pur- 


poses. 

A writer in the Contemporary eview, who, 
whether he is a Catholię or not, gives evidence 
of thorough acquaintance with the internal af- 
fairs at the Vatican, and who is intimate with 
Father Curci, dispels these misconceptions, and 
satisfactorily aecounts for the appearance of re- 
action. We cannot give here even a synopsis of 
his long and very interesting paper, nor the de- 
tails which support his conclusions. But we 
give same of his conclusions, premising that 
they appear to be perfectly grounded in facts. | 
The writer attempts to set forth the attempts 
of Leo XIII. to reconcile the interests ot the 
Cathotic Church with the peace of Civil Govern- 
ments. 

The demonstrations in Italy on the death of 
Victor Emmanuel, and thejwant of them on the 
death of Pius IX., revealed to the most skeptical 
the alienation of the people from the Holy See, 
and the stability in the hearts of the people 
of the solidified Kingdom of Italy. Cardinal 
Manning and other outsiders bad no sooner 
reached Rome than they found a current of pub- 
lic opinion for which they were not prepared. 
At the first meeting of the conclave it became 
evident that the Ultramontaue Cardinals had no 
epance of success. Cardinal Pecci, one of the 
most learned members of the Sacred College, 
who had been the object of the brolound aver- 
sion of Antonelli, and had been kept at a dis- 
tance from Rome, bad just been appointed 
Camariengo. Perbaps it was the idea of Pius 
IX. that by conferring this appointment on him 
he had taken him from the list of candidates tor 
the tiara, in accordance with the usual custom. 
But during bis brief term of office, he had au op- 
portunity to bring foto promivence his character 
and opinions; he was believed to be maccessible 
to flattery, hostile to the Jesuits, and deter- 
termined to reform the abuses and corruptions 
of the Vatican. A current of opinion favorable 
to him was at once fornedin and out of the 
Vatican, and a current also iu favor of moder- 
ate courses. The election of Cardinal Pecci 
was brought about by the force ot public opin- 
jon, Which was never in the annals of the Papacy 
so freely and effectively brought to bear on the 
choice of a Pope. 

The election was hailed througbout Italy as 
a national triumph. Cardinal Manning had bis 
eyes opened to, one fact: “The fact is thi 
that the Roma Curia is essentially Italian!’ 
No phenomenon in the administration of the 
Church is so remarkable as the facility with 
which the Italian ecclesiastic, inferior in talent 
and morals to their foreign brethren, use the 
foreign influence to conciliate their own power 
at the Papal Court. Speaking of Cardinal Mau- 
ning and his own ations for the 
Papal throue, the writer says: \* All the talent 
and energy which be has been exerting, and suc- 
cessfully exerting, at home, for the interests of 
bis Church, will be found utterly powerless the 
moment that he seeks to employ them ju making 
the slightest impression ou that obstinate, igno- 
rant, yet most practically vulpine element in 
the Roman Curia which is so — Italian, 
nav, more, so thoroughly Roman. This is a 
characteristic of the Roman Catholic Church 
which deserves far more attention than it com- 
monly receives.” 

In bis first speech the new Pope made a mis- 
take. Under Pius IX., the Cardinals had been 
appointed on account of their subservience to 
the views of the Pope; the Pope was every- 
thing, the Sacred College nothing. By an act as 
generous as imprudent, Leo XIII. determined 
to restore to the College its authority. By so 
doing he handed the government of the Church 
over to the creatures.of Pius IX., not one of

He saw the hand of 
Providence in human affairs, and especially in 
the occupation of Rome, the coming in of an 
upright King and a spotiess Queen, and the 
establishment of a pure Court, which ought to 
create a soiritof emulation in the Vatican to 
rival the virtue of tne Court of the Quirinal.

I used always to give heedlessly, 
choosing what pleased the eye: now 
MY OWN NEEDS HAVE TAUGHT ME WHAT OTH- 

ERS NEED.”

Therese Elssler is dead. She had neither the 
talent, nor the voluptuous form, nor the vivacity 
of Fanny Ellssler, but the two sisters so sup- 
plemented each other, this supplying that 
one’s deficievcies, that they really seemed one to 
audiences, anil will live as one in the history of 
choregraphy. They did not appear simultane- 
ousiy at the Paris Grand Opera. Fanny carried 
the town by storm (she came preceded by great 
reputation) in the ballet. La Tempete.” The 
sisters appeared to-gether for the first time 
there in the divertissement of “Don Juan.” 
They made no great impressiop; indeed, is is 
not casy to exhibit one’s talent? in a divertisse- 
ment which is a mere episode lugged into a 
grand opera. When the sisters appeared to- 
gether in a ballet where they bad a field and 
time to show their gifts, their reputation in- 
creased greatly, and Therese was confounded 
in the popularity. Faun; won, while the lat- 
ter was Vestris’ ideal danseuse (be used to say 
that a dauseuse who failed to make every man 
in the audtence dead in love with her was un- 
worthy the profession). Therese was too tall 
too tam to be sensual, and ber dowery of 
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but different viewsof the same accom 
artist, as the change of the ballet ed the 
talents of one, or the talents of the other. 
They advanced in public favor with each new 
ballet they brougnt out. “La Tempete was 
followed. by“ La Tarentula,” which was suc- 
ceeded by La Cracovienne.”” No danseuse, ex- 
cept Marie Taglioni (and ever she, in La Byl- 
phide,” did not win greater enthusiasm than 
they commanded), ever carried audiences to the 
frenzy which was raised by La Cachucha. 
Carlotta Grisi’s and Fanny Cerrito’s most brill- 
laut triumphs never came near the frantic ap- 
piause which La Cachucha won. The honor of 
this dance belongs to Therese Elssler. She took 
the Spanish dance and transformed it as Tenny- 
con transforms some roman de la Table Hon 
The success of this ballet exhausted in Europe, 
they came to America, where our countcymen 
(they were young then, and Cunard had pot 
begun to make them acquainted with the 
O!d World), made fools of themselves as they 
did a few vears afterward over Dickens, and 
later over Kossuth (itis to be hoped their last 
craze). When they returned to Europe they 
were able to get no new ballets that were suc- 
cessful. Years, meantime, had been running 
swiftiy by on velvet foot since 1833; Fanny ad- 
vanced from full to fat. Prince Adalbert. of 
Prussia (first-cousin of the Emperor of Ger- 
many), woed Therese, and they were married, 
By this marriage she became sister-in-law of 
Princess Elizabeth of Hesse-Darmstadt, of the 
Queen of Bavaria, first-cousin of the Emperor of 
Germany, second-cousin of the Princess Royal 
of Engisnd, and aunt of the present King of 
Bavaria. Her husband died last year. She has 
now followed him in the grave. Fanny married 
an estimable physician of Bremen, where she has 
ilved ever since her marriage, quietly, happilv, 
wealthy. Neither of the sisters gave children 
to her husband. ;

MISS DAVENPORT’S ENGAGEMENT: 

A fairly prosperous “holiday week at the 
theatres has accompanied the revival of pieces 
that gained their first popularity 4 good many 
seasons ago, and whicb still retain their popu- 
larity when set before us with a properly trained 
and intelligent cast. This can be said of Mr. 
Daly’s Divorce,“ which hasoccupied Hooley’s 
stage during a portion of the week, and which 
gave a better iilustration of the culture and ſu- 
teligence of the company supporting Miss 
Davevport than was afforded in “Pique.” 
„Divorce hag had repeated represeutations in 
this theatre,—iirst with Mr. Daly's original 
Fifth Avenue Company, and subsequently 
with other organizations. The appearance 
this time of Miss Davenport as a “star” has 
the patural effect of concentrating the atten- 
tion of the audience rather too much upon a 
single character, which we deem to be a depart- 
ure from the scope and purpose of the drama. 
It is by no méans a “‘one-character” piece, and 
the part of Fanny Zen Eyck, however interest- 
ing it becomes in the hands of Miss Davenport, 
was never meant to overshadow in importance 
the other personages, The present representa- 
tion is, therefore, less symmetrical than some of 
the former ones. But it would, perhaps, be 
bardly fair to institute a comparison between a 
company that is merely supporting a 
star and the very complete dra- 
matic organization in which the 
present star was only one of the stock. Miss 
Davenport’s - impersonation of fanny Ten 
Eyck is iu every way worthy of her remarkable 
and varied powers. She draws a vivid picture 
of the proud, self-willed, and impulsive beauty, 
impatient of restraint, capable of sincere 
womanly devotion, but hurried into a foolish 
step, which, once taken, she will not retrace. 
In the portrayal of the mother’s love, and in 
the scene of reconciliation, Miss Davenport 
discovers a fine vein of emotional art that fails 
not to act with due effect upon ber audience. 
Of the cast asa whole it was commendable, 
and im some instances excellent. Among 
tuose who were deserving of 
rewark should be mentioned Mr.

Result, personal 
popularity with all hands, and more or iesssuc- 
cess for all the plays he produces. At the other 
house there is a growing disposition to rely for 
patronage almostisolely upon the reputation that 
was achieved vears ago, without regard to the 
present tastes of amusement-seekers. Conse- 
quently business isn’t big. There is also on 
the part of Theodore Moss—who is the biggest 
money-power in the place—a decided penchant 
for snubbing everybody who applies for infor- 
mation or anything else unless the inquirer 
planks down his dollar and a half with- 
out an instant’s hesitation. Of course no- 
body loves Mr. Moss on that account, and 
it all tends to reduce the box-office receipts, A 
comparison of the season’s business at the two 
theatres would illustrate very plainly what 1 
have written. At the Union Square the profits 
have been very large, and the curtain has not 
risen. on a losing house during the season. At 
Wallack’s the reverse has been the rule. There 
has not been a positive hil this year up to this 
time.

The dsrk shadows of Fechter's jife stand out all 
the stronger because of the brightness into which 
they are projected, but now'ther* is much shadow 
and little lignt, for the actor las fallen from his 
high station by reason of ill heath brought about 
by excesses, and the graceful act)r has made way 
for a gracelees old age, an old ae tnat has come 
before its due, for itis only thirty years since the 
young French sculptor, then 28 Fears ot age, made 
his first bow as actor at the Salle jJoiiere, in his na- 
tive land. From that time his Freer hae always 
been upward and on to great suse ses. So far as 
drinking is concerned it never Narfered witn his 
business untilaiew years ago and hie engage- 
ments were carried out faithful, although man- 
agers had come to know by the aher range of his 
always imperious temper, aud occasions his 
absence of mind, that he was hing somewhat. 
One that knew him well relatesg at Fechter was 
remarkable for pauses, Reg nes a dramatic 
climax, it was his custom to stq i short in action 
and speech and stand perfectf™¥atill. In many 
cases this was provocative of ste... applause. His 
acting became noticeable forthg vowing frequency 
and length of these pauses, uggfinally it became 
the business of the prompter tq jays watch and 
correct him. In the winter of 5 he broke in on 
a number of engagements by fa sick before they 
were completed. In 1876 thisy still more the 
case, until it was with difficulty+Mat he could obtain 
an engagement in any firet-c theatre. Indts- 
position was the plea, until findily, in Rochester, 
his troubles culminated by his aypearing so drunk 
upon the stage that the audiente hissed and left 
the theatre, and the whole gtory of continued 
drinking and high living was told in the pubiic 

rints. During the past two seasons Mr. Fechter 

as broken down very frequently, and the man- 
ager of a leading star theat A speaking of him 
recently, said: Fechter, who should have been 
the leading actor of the world, @ dead to the pro- 
fession of which he was at one time the ornament.” 
An old acquaintance relates that Fechter was a 
man who lived very high. He often sat down to 
iunch and fared upon atin of pate-de-foi-gras and 
a pint of raw brandy, —nothing else; and the bran- 
dy at lunch bore but a meagre relation to his daily 
ration.

enza dit Tito,“ by Mrs. Kempton, and Schubert’s 
“Salve Regina,” by the St. Cecilia Ladies’ 
Quartette (Miss Whitney, Miss Hoyne, Mrs, 
Hall, and Mrs, Kempton). Ihe programme has 
been admirably sciected; showing that Mr. 
Rosenbecker during his long experience with 
Theodore Thomas learned something from the 
latter, whose programmes are always models. 
It ought to, and, as the seats are selling very 
rapidly, undoubtedly will, attract an immense 
audience. The public rehearsal will occur 
at tie hall to-morrow morning at 11 o’clock, 
the admission to which will be but 50 cents. 
This will give ladies who are unable to go in the 
evening an excellent opportunity to hear Wil- 
helmj as well as the orchestral numbers.

A CARD FROM MR. 8. G PRATT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cuicaco, Dec. 23.—I may be pardoned for 
saying a word iv defense of the ideas 1 have in- 
corporated in the direction of the Fifth Sym- 
phony of Beethoven, inasmuch as there seems 
to be an attack ali along tie line of a certain 
class of musical people whose kuowl has 
been limited entirely to what has occu inside 
the boundaries of the city, and whose standard 
consequently is that which Mr. Thomas has 
given them. First, let me positively assert that 
i bad no intention of causing a dispute among 
the musicians of this city, least of all of making 
my directing in any way sensatfonal.“ My 
ideas of the works of the masters are based 
upon the generally accepted (legendary) ren- 
dition of them in Germany, the very soil from 
which they grew go prolifically, and founded 
upon study and observation, while attending 
rehearsals and concerts of Bilse, the Royal 
Orchestra, the Berliner Sipfonie Kapelle,“ etc., 
etc., during a period extending over five years. 

In 1871 the time-honored fashion of producing 
the Fifth Symphony of Beethoven was discarded 
by Richard Wagner, who, after a careful study 
ai the work in connection with the lie of its 
author, directed ih Berlin in the morable 
concert when he produced for the tirst time his 
own “ Keiser March’ before the Emperor WII- 
it was my good fortune to be present at 
this great musical event; and I can testify, as 
can others who were there aud are now living iu 
this city, td the inspiring effect of the per- 


‘formance.on one of the most notable audienves 


ever assembled in the Grand Opera- House of the 
German capital. .Wagner’s ideas were at once 
accepted by the critics and connoisseurs, who 
were there in large numbers, and the perform- 
ance became the standard throuchout Germany. 
I have followed as nearly as possible mv remem- 
brance of the chief features of that remarkable 
and enjovable performance, and if 1 am open to 
censure it must be laid at the door of the good 
fortune that vermitted me to hear the greatest 
living 4 ae and director interpret it. Of 
one thing | wish to assufe the musical public of 
Chicago, and that is that I schall not give the 
andantes and slow movements of the masters’ 
works with so much of what is falsely called 
‘ideality and dreamy romance’ as to make 
them sleepy and tedious with unnatural exten- 
sion. Nor shall I play the allegros so rapidly as 
to mix and blur the musical thoughts m a chaos 
of mninteliigible sounds. But, most of all, it 
will ve my endeavor to bring their treasures of 
melody and beauty to the surface cleariy, where 
even the masses can recognize and eujoy them, 
for Il firmly believe our people can appreciate 
this class of music equaliv as well as tue Ger- 
mans do, when they hear it as it is performed iu 
Germany. 

May | also be permitted to mention the names 
of afew directors who never piayed in orches- 
tra, and thus did not secare a routine“ before 

wielding the baton? ‘These are Richard. Wag- 
ner; Eckert, of tne Royal Opera, Berlin; Vou 
Bulow; Reinicke, Director of the Gewandbaus 
concerts; Max Bruch; and Lachnuer, of the pres- 
ent day; and in the past, Schamann, Von 
Weber, Mendelssohn, and Berlioz.

IN A QUANDARY. 

They were in a quandary—the members of 
the Faculty of the Medical Department of Lind 
University, as the Chicago Medical College was 
originally styled.

During the lecture session, then drawing toa 
close, the College had been badly scooped “ by 
its rival, ‘‘Old Rush.”

The Arcadian simplicity of this arrangement 
was marred, however, soon after the opening of 
the session by a series of the most untoward in- 
terruptions, and which, by some strange coin- 
cidence, always occurred on the nights allotted 
to Lind. 

Old Haus, the resurrectionist, reported, time 
after time, the most hair-raising stories of his 
narrow escapes from capture, as his excuse for 
failing to keep the tables of Lind’s dissecting- 
room duly set forth with the funeral meats nec- 
essary to sate the students’ appetites.

EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 


THE ARENA 
Harper's Magazine. 

Two of the gates of the old city still exist at 
Nimes, offering some fine marble sculptures; 
but when one bas been here and there about the 
old city, and scen all its antiquities, he returns 
again and again with growing interest to a con- 
templation of its magnificent ainphitheatre. It 
is slightly elliptical in form and smaller than 
the amphitheatre of Arles, and perhaps inferior 
to that in purity of style, but its situation 


‘makes it; on the whole, more attractive and 


cheerful, and it could once seat 25,000 spectators, 

which is quite an army. Each divisiow of seats 
one for the patricians, another for the equitari, 

or knights, and two upper tiers for the plebeians 
—had its own vomitorium, or exit, with distinct 

corridors, aud these are all yet in good preserva- 
tion. 80 enormous is the strength and so 

massive is the construction of this edifice 

that when Charles Martel expelled the Saracens 

from it and filled the corridors with wood, and 

tried to burn it down, he was unable to make 

any perceptible impression. The arenais still 

ened for buil-fighis on fete days. I witnessed 

a spectacle of this zt in that place which ina 

remote way served to give mean idea of the 

grandeur of a gladiatorial day, or a fight with 

wild beasts, in those by-gone times, when those 

vast tiers of marble were thronged with myriads 
robed iu purple and gold. There were about 
6,000 present on this occasion. More, probably, 

would have attended if it had been a regular 

buli-üght instead of a cow-fight which was 

offered on the bills. But, if less exciting, there 

was nearly as much fun in the spectacle I saw 

there. It was advertised as a course libre,“ 

which meant that all who chose could enter the 

arena and join in the sport. The cows, if not 

as dangerous as bulls, were of Spanish breed, 

and dy ne means to be despised; if their horns 
had not been dound in felt, more than one cham- 

pion would have lost his life in the arena that 
afternoon. Between the borns a rosette was 
1 bound, and the lucky fellow who could 
tear it off won a gold piece and lots of applause. 
Many a daring vouth licked the dust that day. 

Several had their shirts tora off, and received 
very severe blows in the back, which doubtless 
earned for them plenty of cheap and whole- 
some advice when they got home. One was 
pinned against the wall between the cow’s 
horns and had avery narrowescape. Some- 
times there were nearly 100 menin the arena 
at once, and this was one reason why none were 
kilied outright, for as soon as one sportsman 
was knocked over all the others rushed in and 
diverted the attention of the poor infuriated 
brute, which would finally get completely 
worried out and baifled from the constant rusn 
of one and another. Thus the large number of 
meu in the arena served asa protection rather 
than an increase of the danger. The prize was 
won three times in succession by one man,— 
young, lithe, handsome, and apparently made 
of steel and india- rubber. He had a genius ior 
that sort of thing evidently; but I could not 
help thinking how like that was to the game of 
life,—how many try, bow iew win! 

The view in the galleries was scarcely less an- 
imated. On the shady side of the arena the 
throng was gathered from every class, from the 
English nobleman to the lowest canaille who 
could muster a few sous to pay for a back seat. 
Brilliant costumes and elegant toilets were not 
wanting to remind one of the scariet togas and 
magnificent women of olden times. The vo- 
luptuous and almostimperial beauty of some of 
the fair dames ot Nimes coliected there in that 
hour was never surpassed in the brightest days 
of ancient Rome; and indeed it was Roman 
blood that gave to them a fiery and almost fierce 
splendor, such as may be rivaled but cannot be 
transcended out of the south of France. There 
were also present some fine speciuicns of mascu- 
line beauty. The peopie of Langu and 
Provence, if less intelleetual-looking than 
those of other parts of France, certainly 

resent one of the noblest types of physical 
auty the world has seen. Throughout 
this multitude the most vivid interest in the 
game became more and moreevident, stimulated 
somewhat, perhaps. by the absinthe, eau-de-vie, 
and coffee, which were industriously circuiated 
by little, bareheaded Ganymedes, who attracted 
my attention by the way in which, waiter and 
glasses in hand, they walked and balanced them- 
selves on the beveled edge of the wali im front 
of the lower tier. 

But the interest and excitement culminated 
during the recess between the acts, if one may 
so express it. The gate was unbarred, and a 
mob of boys and youths rushed in to participate 
in a scene which was evidently a customary part 
of the programme. For a few moments taey 
scattered about the arena in search of coins 
which might have been by those to 
whom they had been thrown. Suddenly one of 
the spectators hurled a circular cake iuto the 
air, aud it fell spmuing into the arena. 
This was the signal for one of the most extraor- 
dinary repetitions of the Kilkenny cats’ naht 
that ever was seen. Men aud boys rushed to- 

ether in perfect bedlam of confusion, each try- 
ng to seize the cake. It was torn into a hun- 
dred fragments ina moment; and now there 
rained a usil-storm of copper and silver coins, 
bonbons, cakes, loaves of bread, aud fruit, 
thrown by the spectators, who were aroused to 
the last pitch of excitement and mirth, as the 
multitude of men and boys scrambled together 
in an inextricably tangled mass of electrified 
humanity, every atom yelling, howling, strug- 
giing, pulling, tearing, kicking, leaping, pound- 
ing, and lurching with the energy of fighting 
demons, faces flushed, noses scratched and 
and bloody, hair pulled, and clothes torn, and 
yet througa it all evtire good humor. Never iu 
the roughest football match that I have wit- 
nessed did I see anything to approach the raci- 
ness and roughness of this remarkable and 
blood-stirring spectacle in the arena at Nimes,

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A POTLATCH. 


How the Indians of Puget’s Sound Manage 
a Donation Party. 
Correspondence New Fort Beening Post. 

This reservation, lying between the Skokomish 
River and an arm of Puget Sound, called Hood's 
Canal, is the home of the Twana Indians. An 
ancient custom of this tride. as well as of others 
on the Sound, is that of holding Potlatches. 
Potlatch is a Chinook word meaning to give, 
and a Potlatch isa giving of presents. A few 
prominent men of a tribe will make arrange- 
ments for holding a Potlatch by issuing invita- 
tions to the different tribes of the Sound. Each 


tribe brings presents of blankets, guns, money, 
and provisions to the givers of the feast. A 
week is passed in feasting, 8 singing, 
and gambilng, interspersed with religious cere- 
monies called ** Tamamamonsing.” The hosts 
pork atch to then Gaeets,—money, guns, and 

biankets to the men; calico, beads, and mats 
tothe women. The different tribes sometimes 
potiatch a little to each other. A potlatch is 
an important event in the monotony ol reserva 
on lie, and when Chehalis Jack infdrmed us 
that Old Sam, Norwich Man, and Tyee were 
going to give a potiatch, we began to look for- 
ward to the occasion with almost as much inter- 
est as a Siwash.”’ 

For two weeks before the guests were ex- 
pected to arrive the men giving the Potlatch 
assembled at the Potlatch House with their 
families a any of their friends. This house 
is a roughi ui: wooden structure, more than 
200 feet in length and nearly forty feet wide. 
It stands on the beach just above the reach of 
high tide, facing Hood’s Canal, and commands 
a fine view of that lovely body of water. 

From Mud Bay, Fort Madison, Seaneck, 
Puyaliup, Squaxin, and Chebalis tbe first arriv- 
als came, and then the carousal bean. 
The first night the Twanas were to give their 
grand dance, and, anxious to see the strange 
and novel performance, a party of us decided to 
brave a cold ride and visit the Potiatch. 

Far down the cana! gleamed the campfires of 
the Ciailams, a tripe from a distance down the 

Sound, on their way to the Potlatch. Directly 
in ‘front os us, loomipg darkly through the 
dusky baze, stood the Potlatch House. Behind 
in the low, steep hills flaunted the crimson and 
yellow glories of their autumn dress, as thougb 
they bad decked themselves in barbaric spien- 
dor, to do honor to the wild scenes they were to 
look upon. As we drew nearcr and saw the 
nlazing campfires, the picturesque surroundings, 
the dark forms and faces that assumed new die- 
nity, aud seemed strangely untamiliar in the 
dun light, a fascination fell upon us. and hence- 
forth we were like walkers in a dream. 

For a moment we hesitated at the entrance of 
the house, then pushing open the door we stood 
gazing at the strange scene before us. The 
walls were lined with mats made of rushes, 
mats were spread op the Dunks that ran along 
both sides of the house a few feet from the 
ground. At intervals of six or eight feet, on 
eituer side of the building, bright fires blazed on 
the ground. Above, on the rafters, were stowed 
trunks, skins, calico, and fish. Clusters of 
bright tin-cuos and pans flashed back the fire- 
leht and liguted up the semi-darkness. The 
thin, blue smote curled up into clouds of fan- 
tastic shape, giviag a weird aspect to the dark 
firures that, flittſug back and forth with wild 
gestures, and speaking a strange language, 
Fuve us the sensation of having suddenly en- 
tered some gloomy lower world. As our eyes 
wecame &ccustomed to the dim flaring licht the 
shadowy shapes assumed definite form, and we 
saw women roasting salmon before the open 
fires, and watching tin ovens fuli of loaves of 
fast-prowning bread. At a table, kneading a 
mass of great spongy dough, stands Jennie, old 
Sam's slave. She is a pretty half-breed girl of 
1e or thereabouts. Dressed in a plain, neat 
wrapper, with white collar and cuffs, and rib- 
bons in her hair, she is the neatest ficure in a 
group of laughing, chattering women. Her face 
is intelligent, and the bright dark eves sparkic 
with mirth. m ber we learn that they are 
now preparing food for the Quinalt Indians. 
These Indians have walkell from their Agency, 
a hundred miles distant. carrving their presents 
and bedding. One of the Twanas—Duike—was 
sent to meet them, and he reported that they 
were in need of provisions. So all night jong 
the fires wiil burn, and bread and fish will be 
cooked in abundance to send to the expected 
guests,

The old 
men, women. and children seat themselves along 
the sides of the house, behind the fire, and 
silence falls upon the assembly. Suddenly a 
burst of savage music, mingied with ringing 
shouts, at one of the ena doors, breaks upon 

awesome hush of the night hour. Through 
e shifting clouds of smoke a stout warrior, 
with wildly tossing hair and small black eyes 
glittering with excitement. bounded into the 
hall. After bim came a row of fantastically 
dressed men, shouting ai tlie top of their 
voices. They whirl from side to side, fling their 
arms wil hy around, bend until their foreheads 
nearly touch the grund. and all the while keep 
time With voice and body to the music of two 
drums carried by a man on either side.

Of all the building improvements made in the 
city during the season, fully three-fourths may 
fairly be credited to the architects upon plans 
prevared by them. Thus, by adding one-fourtia 
10 the figures furnished by them, we have a 
grand tofa of fully $1,400,000 as tne cost of the 
building — ci tbe city, both public 
and private, for the year. The publishea list ew- 
braces one church, four or five schoo! buildings, 
thirty stores, and 140 residences, most of whicn 
averaged in vost over $4,000 each, four hospi- 
tals, one public hall, one flouring mill, one 
malt- house. two livery-stabies, warehouses, out- 
buildings. etc. Building has been donc cheaply 
this scason for two reasons, viz.: low prices of 
labor and matgriais, aud an inordinately active 
competition between contractors. it is stated 
upon the authority of architects that neariy 
every building contractor in the city has lost 
money: that several have aiready been driven 
into bankruptcy, and that others will be bank- 

rupted. Thereiore the figures given above can- 
not be accepted as à criterion of the actual value 
of the iayprovementsmade. Among the privave 
residences evumerated are several that cost 
— $20,000 to 825,000. and one that cost $40,- 

- These mansions are very properly consid- 
— 9 among the finest in the West. On the 
whole, Milwaukee has no reason to fee] ashamed 
of ver progress in building improvements dur- 
ing the year. 


THE COADJIUTOR BISHOP QUESTION, 
The question of the appointment of a coad- 
Jutor to Archbishop Henni is becoming a sub- 
fect of acrid discussion through the medium of 
the newspaper press of the city. The friends of 
Bishop Spaiaing, of Peoria, steutly pronounce 
against the tendency to appoint Germans to 
high piaces in the Catholic Church in this State. 
At present the Bishops of La Crosse, Milwaukee, 
and Green Bay are all Germans. Every Vicar- 
General, Chanceilor, and Secretary in the State, 
with the sinvle exception of one, a 
Belgian, is German. Not one of all 
the Bishops and ecclesiastical officials 


can properly be termed a German-American. 
And vet not more than two-fiiths of the Catb- 
olics of the State are Germans; the remainder 


- are all Enclish-speaking. Under such circum- 


stances the members of St. John’s Cathedral 
and other English-speaking parishes of the city 
very vroperly raise their voices against what 
they term an attempt to build up a new Ger- 
muy in the Catholic Church of tne Northwest, 
the tendency of which, they say, would prove a 
far more 1 form of Know-Nothingism 
than any political Know-Nothingism ever tfos- 


_ tered in the country. But then the Bishops of 


the Catholic Church in this country are not 
appointed or even nommated by Catholic lay- 
men or priests.

The recent raise of grade on Clinton street, 
between Florida and Park streets, promises to 
Jead to suits against the city for damages to

In case the receipts of wheat and other grains,

Nearly all of the 
wheat placed on board of vessels, and that which 
has been shipped across the lake to Grand 
Haven since the close of through navigation, has 
come from these elevators, and yet they are 
crowded for room. Anotber year things will be 
in better shape, so far as the Northwestero 
Railway is concerned, as Angus Smith designs 
tearing down the old Sweet Elevator and erect- 
ing in its stead a structure similar to his Elevator 
A, and of like capacity. This will take up the 
entire space between Broadway Bridge and the 
cast side of the present Sweet Elevator, aud but 
the property to the use for which it seems best 
designed. . 

A HANDSOME GIFT. 

An elegant gift has, within the last few days, 
been added to St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, the 
barn-like structure that has graced Mason street 
from time immemorial. It consists of a large 
font, of the finest statuary marble.. The basin 
of this font is octagonal iu form, and the rim 
bears the legend, In the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 
One of the panels has a sculpture, in a to relievo, 
of a descending dove; another bears the mono- 
gram I. H. S.“; the two others delicately 
wrought lilies.

forty-five minutes, and closing in the 
death of one of the birds. The fourth 
battle was between a red stag and a white pyle; 
it lasted thirty-five minutes, and resulted in the 
death of the pyle. a fifth battle was arranged, 
with a considerable purse as a stake, but failed 
use ove of the birds refused to naht. Then 
the brutal fanciers separated, after arranging 
for another meeting at an early day. In the 
stakebolder was recognized a prominent hack- 
man, the referee was a well-known South Side 
restaurateur ; the watch was held by à promi- 
bent up-town busipess man.
